Schools Show 
Increase Over 

Last Year 

Continue Lower Falls Kinder- 
garten — Several Teachers 
Resign 

The number of pupils attending 
Newton public schools has increased 
134 over last year. This informa- 
tion was given to members of the New- 
ton School Committee at their meet- 
ing on Monday night. Supt. of 
Schools Warren said that last year 
the attendance was 95 less than in 
1934. He attributes the increase this 
year to a large number of new resi- 
dences which have been erected in 
the Newtons the past 12 months. 

Mr. Warren informed the commit- 
tee that the kindergarten at the Ham- 
ilton School. Lower Falls, has been 
reopened. There are only 5 children 
attending this kindergarten and it 
was not oponed at the beginning of 
the school year because of the inor- 
dinate expense of conducting a sep- 
arate kindergarten for so few chil- 
dren. Alderman John Brocklesby of 
Ward 1 organized a protest meeting 
of Lower Falls residents at the Ham- 
ilton School a few weeks ago. Supt. 
Warren explained at that time that 
it would cost the city $300 extra for 
a teacher’s salary if kindergarten ses- 
sions were held at the Hamilton 
School, whereas the few children 
could he transported to and from the 
kindergarten at Auburndale for $50 
for the school year. It was subse- 
quently learned that the transporta- 
tion cost would he $250.

THE FIRST STEP

The determination of the location of the new school is a matter 
for the school and city officials to determine after public hear- 
ings have been held to determine the sentiment of the residents 
affected. It is always best, however, to have alternate pro- 
posals available in order that the advantages and disadvantages 
of each may be thoroughly considered. The main issue, how- 
ever, is that steps be taken promptly to remedy conditions 
now existing. 

We have for some years advocated the replacement of old 
wooden school buildings with more modern structures and 
there is little room for doubt that the first step should be 
taken in the West Newton section now served by the Franklin 
School. The selection of a site and the completion of a new 
school there will hasten the day when the other sections of the 
city can look forward with greater assurance of improved 
school buildings. Looking at the situation from this angle i 
prompt action in the case of the Franklin School is of great 
importance to the entire community. 


IS THE GOVERNOR RIDING TWO HORSES? 

Once again Governor Curley has expressed views which 
thinking people can readily characterize as designed to lure 
votes to his candidacy for the United States Senate. When 
called upon by Father Coughlin to subscribe to the sixteen 
principles of the National Union for Social Justice and to re- 
pudiate President Roosevelt the Governor calmly attempts to 
point out that there is nothing “new or novel or that I have 
failed to advocate many years before they were publicly 
espoused by Fr.

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen next Monday the matter of the 
widening of the corner of Centre and 
Washington sts. nt Newton will come 
up. 

Samuel P. Whitman Is making ex- 
tensive additions to his livery stable 
on Centre st, Newton A new front 
will be put upon it, the whole to be 
covered with cornigated iron, with 
metal gutters and composition roof. 

The baptism announced to occur in 
the Baptist Church at Newton was not 
solemnized: the pastor stating that "a 
scarcity of water” — a thing not often 
found in Baptist churches — necessi- 
tated the postponement. 

An adjourned meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen was held last Monday 
afternoon; Mayor Hyde presiding.

F. G. Richardson and 37 other resi- 
dents of Ward 2 petitioned to have 
the hay scales, which now so disfigure 
Newtonville Square, removed to some 
more convenient and less conspicuous 
place. Also to have the tire alarm 
box put on the flagpole or at the 
northeast corner of the drugstore, and 
to have the flagpole and town pump 
surrounded with curbstones, and tho 
gas light placed within said curb- 
stones. A petition was received from

move the T rail from their tracks, and 
to relay with flat rails with paving 
stones between them; reason — the 
present rails are dangerous to ordi- 
nary vehicles.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


Back in "the horse and buggy" (lays 
when Newton was in Its early years 
as n city, the majority of Its resi- 
dents walked. Only tho wealthy and 
some of the comparatively wealthy 
could afford horse-drawn vehicles to 
carry them to nnd from the railroad 
station, to stores and churches, or on 
social calls. There were no electric 
cars in those days, no automobiles, no 
busses. The principal streets had ma- 
cadamized surfaces and side streets 
had gravel tops. Sldewnlks on the 
principal streets were in large part 
surfaced with tar concrete. Pedes- 
trians walked on the sidewalks be- 
cause they were kept in better condi- 
tion than the streets. For many years, 
however, since automobiles beenme 
common, the sidewalks of Newton, on 
the whole, hnve been in such poor 
condition, as compared with the 
streets, that a large percentage of pe- 
destrians walk on the streets because 
they are afraid of falling on the un- 
even, stone-littered sidewalks. In 
avoiding the perils of a defective side- 
walk. pedestrians risk the greater 
peril of being hit by an automobile 
as they walk on a street. 

The ordinances of the City of New- 
ton specify that the city pays half the 
cost and abuttors the other half for the 
construction of concrete surfaces on 
sidewalks. There are many streets 
in this city which are used by large 
numbers of pedestrians daily, and 
along these streets the sidewalks are 
for the most part of gravel and in 
poor condition. YVe refer to such 
streets as Pearl st. at Newton. Adams 
st. nt Nonantum, River st. at West 
Newton. It is our belief that the tax- 
payers of the city who do not own 
automobiles, and must walk, are en- 
titled to a better break than they 
have been getting for many years. YY r e 
contend that the ordinances should 
he changed so that the city will as- 
sume the whole cost of laying im- 
proved surfaces on such streets as wo 
mentioned; streets where many of the 
almttors cannot afford to pay for the 
cost of concrete sidewalks. If it is a 
public necessity and expedient to sur- 
face streets with cement, bithulithic 
and other hard and smooth surfaces, 
it is also a public necessity to provide 
safe and somewhat comfortable sur- 
faces for pedestrians to walk on. It is 
more of a hardship for the many af- 
flicted with corns, bunions and fallen 
arches to plod over such sidewalks as 
comprise a large percentage of those 
along Newton’s streets, than to ride 
over rough roadways in an automo- 
bile. Tin; pedestrians, who have in- 
creased in number since the depres- 
sion. should organize to demand a 
new deal. Under modern methods, 
hard surfaces for sidewalks can now 
be Inid at much less expense than the 
hot tar mixtures formerly used in 


concrete sldewnlks. This method is 
now being used on YY’PA projects In 
this city. 

Both the Republican and Democrat- 
ic parties have resorted to tho intel- 
ligent. praiseworthy recourse of using 
athletes, including pugilists, wrestlers, 
sprinters and other agile young men 
as "spellbinders” in Hie present pol- 
itteal campaign. We would suggest 
that the Republicans enlist Jean Har- 
low; the Democrats. Mae West, as 
individual attractions. That Mr. Ham- 
ilton engage the alluring chorines of 
Earl Carroll’s Vanities, and Mr. Farley 
the shapely girls of Ziegfeld’s Follies. 
These young ladies would ho bigger 
attractions than the muscular young 
men. And they are at least as well 
qualified to expound political theo- 
ries. This is an intellectual country. 


Another person killed in Newton by 
an automobile. The 11th fatality in 
this city by automobiles in nine 
months. How many more must be 
killed before additional men will he 
authorized for the Newton police de- 
partment so that motorcycle police- 
men will make our streets safer at 
night and during daylight hours? Sev- 
eral years ago eight such officers pa- 
trolled our streets: four by day and 
four at night. Now. we have but 
two. both on day duty. It is up to 
the Mayor to recommend that provi- 
sion he made for more motorcycle po- 
licemen. and it Is the duty of the Al- 
dermen to appropriate money for 
these men. if and when the Mayor 
makes the recommendation. 

Governor Landon and William E. 
Hurley, former postmnster at Boston, 
are both denouncing the inefficiency of 
our postoffice department, and blame 
the Democrats for this condition. The 
United States postal system is far 
from being as efficient as it was 25 
years ago. It started to deteriorate 
during the Wilson administration when 
the then Postmaster General, Mr. Bur- 
leson of Texas, tried to be economical 
at t he expense of efficient service. But, 
the Democrats are not all to blame. 
Economies and curtailment in service 
in the postoffice department continued 
under the Harding und Coolidge ad- 
ministrations and the service certain- 
ly has not improved under Mr. Farley 
since Franklin D. Roosevelt appointed 
that gentleman to be Postmaster Gen- 
eral. And the Democrats can’t be ac- 
cused of being solely responsible for 
the “spoils system" in the postofllce 
department. The writer was in the 
postal service for 17 years; 11 under 
Republican administrations and 6 un- 
der Democratic. And the "spoils sys- 
tem" was equally in evidence under 
both. We are not defending the Roose- 
velt regime. But. we like fair play.

Household School 
Offers Unusual 
Opportunities 

The attention of clubwomen — and 
of all young women in the Newtous 
to train for worthwhile household po- 
sitions — is called to a project spon- 
sored by one of the Newton clubs. 
The assistance of clubwomen by 
speaking of this project and by in- 
teresting young women in it will re- 
sult in its success, and, indirectly, in 
benefit to themselves, as well ns to 
many young women. 

The Newton Centre Woman’s Club 
has organized a committee to meet 
a two-fohl need in their community: 
first, a work exchange where home- 
makers who need a certain service 
can find women who have it to sell; 
ind second, a vocational school for 
training household employees. 

At the final Club Board Meeting in 
June Mrs. Harold C. Brown, heading 
a group of homemakers, presented a 
request for organized effort on the 
part of clubwomen to meet the cru- 
cial situation existing in homes 
through the lack of competent house- 
hold employees. For a combination of 
reasons and circumstances, such as 
restricted immigration, dependence 
on relief funds, and the feeling among 
girls that they would rather work 
in a factory or In an ofllce than in a 
home, the supply of workers for gen- 
eral housework is seriously cur- 
tailed. The inevitable effect of in- 
crease in wages has followed. Yet 
there are homes with young children 
and old people where the help of a 
resident worker is a necessity. 

This appeal met with enthusiastic 
response from the Board, and a com- 
mittee headed by the president, Mrs. 
Arthur Hitchcock, worked on the 
problem during the summer. 

Under the Work Exchange two de- 
partments are proposed: listed foods 
for sale, and listed part-time work. 
Mrs. Howard O. Winslow (telephone 
Cen. New. 1645-M) will list the names 
and telephone numbers of all women 
willing to make their “specialty” on 
order. For example, Mrs. Jones may 
make delicious doughnuts, and may 
decide it would be a good way to earn 
the pin money she always is needing. 
She would register with Mrs. Win- 
slow. The complete list of special 
foods and their makers will be posted 
on the Club Bulletin Board in the 
foyer of the Club House. Through 
this list women desiring these foods 
can make direct contact with the pro- 
per individuals who will supply them. 

Mrs. Melville Liming (telephone 
Cen. New. u364) will take charge of 
the listed part-time work. Women 
competent to do such special work as 
typing, mending, housework by the 
Hour, care of children, or companion 
to old people, will register their 
names and telephone numbers with 
Mrs. Liming. This list also will ap- 
pear on the Club Bulletin Board, so 
that women may make direct contact 
with each other as needed. 

Mrs. Stritch, head of the Women’s 
Division of the WPA, and Mrs. Har- 
low. State Supervisor of the House- 
hold Training Program, presented to 
the Board the report of existing House- 
hold Training Schools which have 
functioned since April in Boston (32 
Mt. Vernon Street), Walpole, Plymp- 
ton, Longmeadow, East Lynn, and 
Worcester. Another School is pro- 
posed, and they agreed to start it in 
Newton if the number of girls inter- 
ested in such training is sufficient. 
They pointed out that the household 
employee has a better living, when 
well placed, and saves more than the 
girl who has the usual office or fac- 
tory job. Training is essential to 
lift t His most agreeable occupation 
into its proper place of respect and 
dignity. 

The training covers a period of 
eight weeks, live days a week, from 
9 a. in. to 4 p. m. Each girl is al- 
lowed $1.00 a week for carfare, and 
receives her luncheon at the School. 
Girls between the ages of 18 and 30 
may take advantage of this training 
if they agree to accept a household 
position when the training is com- 
pleted.

Mrs. Fulton Sues 

Pike and City 


Mrs. Marcia Fulton of 13 Chesley 
ave., Newtonville, widow of Graham 
Fulton, has brought suit against Wil- 
liam E. Pike of Islington rd., Auburn- 
dale, for $20,000.

To Clean Waban 

Hill Reservoir 


At the meeting of the Aldermen on 
Monday night an appropriation of 
$7500 was made to clean two sec- 
tions of the Newton reservoir on Wa- 
ban Hill. The reservoir has not been 
cleaned for 12 years and the appear- 
ance of bacteria in Newton water 
caused Dr. Chope, Health Officer of 
Newton to suggest that the reservoir 
be cleaned and sterilized. An appro- 
priation of $1350 to clean filtration 
bowls at the water reservation in 
Needham was opposed by Alderman 
Temperley. He argued that these 
bowls have not been practical, contin- 
ually fill with silt, and supply little 
water. He advocated scientific bor- 
ing for more wells at the reservation, 
instead of wasting more money on 
the bowls in question. 


City Accepts Gift 
of Spear Estate 

Land Will Be Used as Memorial 
Park and Garden Spot 


The former Spear homestead at the 
corner of Washington st. and Walnut 
Lark. Newton, which was bequeathed 
to the city by the late Miss Elizabeth 
Spear, to be used as a small park or 
green snot, was accepted by the Board 
of Aldermen at :he.r meeting on Mor- 
clav night. The property includes 
about 14,000 feet of land and an old 
residence, erected over a century ago 
by the father of the Misses Spear 
who for many years conducted a pri- 
vate school at Newton. Elizabeth 
Spear for nearly a half a century was 
active in charitable work in Newton. 
A survey made by the Building Do 
partment some months ago reported 
that the old residence is unsuited fo~ 
any city activity. 

In recommending the acceptance cf 
the property. Alderman Bowen said 
that it was favored by 5 of the 7 
members of tl.e Public Works Commit- 
tee and all the members of the Fi- 
nance Committee. He explained that 
Miss Spear had bequeathed $1000 for 
developing the land, and $500 for a 
drinking fountain, the latter to be in 
stalled either on the property or any- 
place in the city which might be se- 
lected. He said that all ..roperty own- 
ers in the neighborhood favor the ac- 
ceptance of the property, and that 
the $1000 will probably sufllce for 
the grading of the lot and the build- 
ing of a fence around it. 

Alderman McCabe favored the plac- 
ing of the drinking fountain in the 
small park at the Spear estate. He 
said that Alderman Akins favors the

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SEND LUCE BACK TO CONGRESS 

In another column is an appeal to Newton voters to send 
former Congressman Robert Luce back to the National House 
of Representatives. As our readers know Mr. Luce was de- 
feated by Mayor Richard M. Russell of Cambridge two years 
ago in the Democratic landslide which literally swept the state 
of Massachusetts. Mr. Luce is again opposing Mr. Russell. 
We realize that two years ago Mr. Luce was defeated largely 
because many Republicans refused to support the veteran 
legislator again. An analysis of the vote two years ago indi- 
cates that some two thousand voters in Newton deserted Mr. 
Luce. We trust that these voters will support the Republican 
nominee this year in the coming election. Not only is it desir- 
able to return Mr. Luce to Congress because of his personal 
ability but because of the necessity to obtain, as soon as possible, 
a Republican majority or at least a strong minority in that body. 
With at least an even chance of electing a Republican Presi- 
dent in Governor Landon it is clear that Congressmen of Mr. 
Luce’s type and ability would be a valuable asset in restoring 
sound and economical government. On the other hand should 
President Roosevelt be re-elected it is equally clear that the 
restraining influence which Mr. Luce exemplifies would assist in 
checking the waste and extravagance which has character- 
ized the course of the past four years. Furthermore the re- 
election of Mr. Russell might indicate the support of the New 
Deal in this Congressional district, whereas we are convinced 
that such is not the case. The election of Mr. Luce is the only 
way to register this fact. • 

It is difficult to believe that in the face of these circum- 
stances the voters of Newton will deprive Mr. Luce of their 
support simply because they may not agree with him on one or 
two issues which are now out of the picture or because they 
might have some personal dissatisfaction. Mr. Luce’s ability, 
his unquestioned influence, and his desire for sound govern- 
ment should be more than sufficient to enable these formerly 
dissatisfied voters to again put their faith in him. Republican 
harmony should and, we feel, will prevail.

Appointment of live vice-chairmen 
of Greater Boston’s 1937 Community 
Fund Campaign was announced re- 
cently by Robert Cutler of Brookline, 
general chairman. 

They are John J. Robinson of New- 
ton. president of the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company; 
Joseph E. O’Connell of Newton, Mrs. 
Edward L. Bigelow of Chestnut Hill, 

I Louis E. Kirstein of Boston, and Rip- 
ley L. Dana of Newton. 

•’Every year Greater Boston’s Com- 
munity Fund agencies serve 250,000 
people in Greater Boston,” Mr. Cutler 
pointed out in connection with the an- 
nouncement of his vice-chairmen. "A 
third of these people live in Newton 
and 40 other cities and towns outside 
Boston proper.” 

He called attention to the lust one- 
day census taken in Community Fund 
health and social agencies. On thut 
duy 55 persons from Newton were 
patients in Boston hospitals. Tile cost 
«>f their care was $139.02. They paid 
$69.14, leaving a deficit of $69.88, 
borne by the Community Fund agen- 
cies. 

On the same day 61 children from 
Newton were cared for by Community 
Fund child-caring agencies. Enrolled 
in Community Fund youth agencies 
were 894 hoys and girls from New- 
ton. 

Mr. Cutler declared that these were 
merely highlights or the service rend- 
ered to Newton on census duy. No 
attempt wus made to make a complete 
record. 

“When we of this vast metropoli- 
tan area fully realize how great and 
complex are the human needs about 
us, and how bravely and capably our 
| agencies are striving to meet these 
needs, we shall not allow these organ- 
izations to he crippled in their good 
work.” Mr. Cutler’s statement con- 
cluded.

Kiwanis Club 


The Newton Kiwanis Club heark- 
ened hack to bygone days on Tuesday 
last as its weekly meeting got under 
way with the Past President Charlie 
Mahoney in charge. Charlie was presi- 
dent during depression’s darkest year, 
1932. and among other things he re- 
ealled how the club eame through 
such a trying period. Indicating quali- 
ty thrives on adversity. 

There were several honorary mem- 
bers present, including W. Uriah Fog- 
will and George Johnson of the 
Graphic Press. The former joined in 
a spirited rendition of Anul Lang Syne 
assisted, or harassed, according to 
the sensitiveness of the listeners, by 
Clerk of Court Jim Gallagher, funereal 
basso Burt Rich, and President Ern- 
est Gibson. Notwithstanding this ex- 
hilaration and /or annihilation, the 
meeting proceeded, and in more seri- 
ous vein wns addressed by the pre- 
siding officer, taking for Ids subject 
some of the phases of his daily duties 
as Street Commissioner. This depart- 
ment. which spends in excess of $1,- 
nno.000 a year, has many activities 
and ramifications.

Stores Must Close 
On October 12 th 


The Newton Chamber of Commerce 
has sent out n warning to stores and 
business places in this city regarding 
the compulsory closing of stores on 
Columbus Day, October 12th, as a re- 
sult of the law passed last March over 
Governor Curley’s veto. The notice 
sent out by the Chamber of Com- 
merce reads — 

By an act of the Legislature of 
1936 Columbus Day is governed by 
all the laws covering the observance 
of Sundays from 7 u m. to 1 p. m 

In other words no place of business 
can open until 1 p. m. except such 
stores as can legally open on Sundays. 

After 1 p. m. merchants can open 
their stores if they so desire. 

Return Luce 

To Congress 

To the Voters of Newton: 

Former Congressman Robert Luce, 
now a candidate for Congress in the 
Newton District, should reclaim the 
seat this year.

Likewise, he materially helped 
the nation-wide development of Credit 
Unions, the establishment of which in 
Massachusetts, he had aided years 
ngo. 

It Is well known that had the Dem- 
ocrats permitted President Hoover to 
a emble an International Monetary 
Conference in London. Mr. Luce would 
have been one of the delegates. lie 
led in securing the creation of a Na- 
tional Arboretum. On the Committee 
on World War Veterun Legislation, 
lie aided many measures, particularly 
those relating to hospitals. 

Mr. Luce is not a great hack ship- 
per but is a thorough student with a 
record of strict attention to his du- 
ties as a Congressman, a forceful 
and brilliant speaker, thoroughly ex- 
perienced in legislative matters, an 
ardent opponent of the extravagant 
and reckless policies of the present 
administration. He will he of great 
assistance to Governor Landon if 
lie Ih elected, or, if the President is 
re-elected, will ho a power in balk- 
ing the acceptance of his recommenda- 
tions for unconstitutional legislation.

I Powers’ Paragraphs 
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This old world Is getting queerer 
and queerer (or more and more queer 
— if you prefer), so far hh its human 
inhabitants are concerned. The civ- 
ilized races have become more homi- 
cidal than the savage races. Last 
Sunday half a million Englishmen as- 
sembled in London and prevented a 
big demonstration which Fascists had 
announced they would conduct. In 
Paris 100,000 French Leftists gave 
real rough treatment to 20.000 French 
Fascists and Royalists. In Spain we 
see the* radicals being defeated by 
the aristocrats and conservatives, 
largely with the assistance of Moor- 
ish troops brought over from Morocco 
for this purpose. Isn’t it interesting 
that descendants of the invading race 
which once ruled Spain, and which 
was expelled about five centuries ago, 
after a long struggle, are now vital 
factors in capturing Spain from its 
present government? In Italy Mus- 
solini is glorifying war and deprecat- 
ing peace. In Germany Hitler is bait- 
ing Russia. And these are all “Chris- 
tian” countries. The “Golden Rule” 
has been professed in them for many 
centuries, hut not practiced. Hence 
the turmoil. 

Incidentally, it Is Interesting to ob- 
serve that among the now more peace- 
ful of the countries overseas is Ire- 
land. A country Inhabited by a race 
which, according to reputation, would 
rather fight than eat. And a country, 
which, when its people were fighting 
for self-government about 20 years 
ngo. was characterized by the late 
Admiral Sims, an Anglophile, as un- 
fitted for self-government because of 
the alleged turbulence of its inhab- 
itants. Fortunately for Ireland, it is 
still largely agricultural. It hasn’t 
“progressed” industrially as have the 
European countries where strife Is 
now rampant and where greater 
bloodshed seems inevitable. 


If young men and young women, 
particularly the latter, want to jeop- 
ardize their lives by indulging in the 
current craze for bicycle riding on 
highways infested by speeding auto- 
mobiles, it is their privilege to do 
so. But, parents who permit young 
hoys and girls to ride bicycles oil 
streets are deliberately risking their 
children’s lives. Anyone who drives- 
an automobile can testify as to the 
reckless way In which youngsters op- 
erate bicycles A law should be passed 
forbidding more than one person 
riding on a bicycle. The police could 
at least co-operate by enforcing tiie 
law relative to lights on bicycles af- 
ter dark. Possibly, after some scores 
of children on bicycles will have been 
killed by automobiles, measures will 
he taken to stop this latest form of 
suicide. 


The action of the Board of Alder- 
men in accepting the bequest of the 
Spear estate at Washington st. and 
Walnut park will meet with the ap- 
proval of most older residents of 
Newton. Miss Spear is entitled to a 
memorial for the many years of char- 
itable service she gave to the poor 
of Newton. In future years the lit- 
tle park can well serve as a play- 


ground for smaller children of a 
neighborhood that will probably be- 
come more thickly populated. It can 
nlso he used ns an outdoor recreation 
spot for persons who may like to 
meet and chat. Nearly every commu- 
nity has such places on their main 
thoroughfares or in village centres. 
And this little park will prevent any 
undesirable real estate development 
from abutting the sightly grounds of 
the ndjoining Walnut Park Country 
Day School. 

Mr. Goodwin, Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles, has been conferring with ex- 
perts and alleged experts regarding 
hendlights on automobiles. During 
the pnst month, when automobiles in 
Massachusetts were receiving the 
semi-annual Inspection, the order was 
issued to garage men making the in- 
spections to raise the headlights so 
that the beams would he several inch- 
es higher than heretofore. According 
to newspaper accounts, Mr. Goodwin 
stated he received protests against 
this change. He defended the change 
on the contention that it has been the 
practice the past year or two for au- 
toists to operate with headlights on 
the drop beam because of the glare 
caused by more powerful headlights 
which are operated on the straight 
beam. He stated that headlights op- 
erated on drop beams prevent drivers 
seeing pedestrians on streets and more 
deaths have resulted at night. 

When Mr. Goodwin resumed the of- 
fice of Registrar Inst year lie an- 
nounced that he would order the 32- 
candlepower bulbs which have been 
placed in headlights, on new cars the 
past few years, he replaced with 21- 
candlepower bulbs. This announce- 
ment of Mr. Goodwin’s met with the 
approval of thousands of autoists who 
drive nights. But, lie did not issue 
such an order. Hud he done so, high- 
ways would he much safer during 
night hours. Thirty-two-candlepower 
bulbs cause too much glare, especial- 
ly if headlights are focussed too high. 
The less bulbs provide umple light and 
use about half as much current from 
a car battery. One cannot purchase 
headlights for late model cars with 
21-candlepower bulbs for the straight 
beam. The bulbs are made with 32-21- 
candlepower filaments; the 21 for the 
drop beam. If General Electric and 
o her companies manufactured 21-21 
inilbs, they would sell many millions 
of them. Autoists would buy them 
because they cause less glare and 
are much more economical to use. 


Last week in this column we re- 
ferred to the death of the 11th victim 
in Newton this year of automobiles. 
Since then anotlier woman has died 
after having been hit by an automo- 
bile while crossing a street in this 
city. Again we emphasize tiie need 
of more motorcycle policemen to safe- 
guard lives of Newton residents, and 
put this responsibility up to the May- 
or und Aldermen. How many more 
must he killed before It Is realized 
that the paramount function of po- 
ke today is to protect the lives of 
lie public from constantly increas- 
ing highway hazards?

Local Color 

Tiie red, yellow, green and yellow* 
red combined traffic lights were among 
the many urban annoyances from 
which I sought to flee — and did — on 
my brief trip to the mountains not 
many days ago. Eager to avoid a 
depressed mental state and “get 
away from it all", I thought of the 
city’s daily routine and its many, 
many annoyances. None of these dis- 
turbed me more in retrospect than 
the traffic signals I have mentioned.

The mun or woman who picks up a 
paper containing many figures and, 
bj glancing casually at ;i column, de- 
termines correctly the total, fills ino 
with awe. Admittedly u poor hand 
at arithmetic I cannot comprehend 
such mental power. Equally amazing, 
although by no means us impressive, 
are the totuls arrived at by political 
candidates und other prognosticators. 
The wizard bookkeeper or account- 
ant who excells at mathematics has 
Hometiling to go by, hut the prophet 
who tells you he will heat his prin- 
cipal opponent by 200,000 or there- 
abouts relies solely on Ills imagina- 
tion or something equally intangible.

Said 
I, “These men have plenty of tools, 
shovels, hoes and everything, but 
don’t seem to he using any of them. 
Why do you suppose that it is?”

He replied, how- 
ever, promptly enough, “They’re suv- 
ing them for the next depression.”

The petition of John A. Cole for a 
permit to establish a gasoline station 
at 2078-208(5 Commonwealth ave.„ Au- 
hurndale, was refused by the Newton 
Hoard of Aldermen on Monday night.

The saving of this building is a mon- 
ument to the mutual aid system which 
exists in the fire departments of 
Greater Boston.

NEWTON’S LATE GAME 
RALLY BRINGS VICTORY 


Newton High defeated Arlington 
High last Saturday at Newtonville 
Ly 7-6 In an ordinary early-season 
game. It took a good measure of 
courage to keep Newton in the game, 
since Arlington scored in the first 
period, and the breaks of the game 
kept Newton from penetrating Arling 
ton territory until the third quarter. 
A fumble on Newton's very first play 
horn scrimmage led to Arlington’s 
touchdown pass from Oliverio to 
Prior. Forte’s 20-yard rally late in 
the fourth quarter put the hall literal 
ly in the shadow of Arlington’s goal, 
and Newton's hacks hammered across 
a touchdown to tie the score. Bill 
Johnston placekicked the extra point. 

Each team forfeited a touchdown 
to a decision of the officials. Arling 
t( n's Win Oliverio put a scoring pass 
into Cushman's hands early in the 
gnme, but the play was called back. 
Paul Forte broke through the line and 
put on a thrilling 75-yard dash for 
at; apparent score late in the second 
period, but holding was reported and 
tiie run went for nothing. Although 
tiie victory kept Newton’s slate clean, 
there was enough under-par nlav in 
the game to keep Newton's coaches 
on their toes all week trying to get 
tiie team in shape to meet P^veretf’s 
fast club in their next game. 

Newton received the kickoiT at the 
east end of the field. Brad Thomp- 
son taking Cushman's short kic>* 
the center to the 40-yard line Bill 
Johnston kicked on third down and 
the ball was downed on Arlington’s 
35-yard line. Win Oliverio and Tom 
Prior carried tiie hull In six plays 
•or two first downs and a 25-yard ad- 
vance. Prior found a wide chink be 
iv. een his left end and tackle and 
got down to tiie Newton 22 before 
Ik was bowled over by Johnston. 

At this point Arlington’s luck 
changed, and they retreated just thir- 
ty yards in four plays. Win Oliverio 
coasted out to the right and shot a 
touchdown pass to John (’ashman, but 
Arlington took a 15-yard penalty on 
tiie play. They tried it again, and 
Oliverio was dropped by Mukjian and 
Duffy before he could get his pass 
away. On still another attempt, Ar 
lington’s co-captain was dropped at 
the Arlington 48-yard line. For the 
i' oment, Newton seemed to have take: 
a new lease of life. Cashman booted 
to Newton's 35-yard line, a high-riding 
ball angled toward the sidelines, typi 
cal of his clever kicking. It was 
lrte in the game before a Cashman 
punt was run bnck more than five 
yards. 

Bill Johnston started wide around 
right end on Newton's first play, but 
was hit hard and fumbled. Arlington 
recovering near, the 20-yard line. A 
line buck was stopped by A1 Thomp- 
son. Then Win Oliverio pulled his 
favorite pass, running to the right 
and throwing to the short man. Tom 
Prior, who cut back to elude three 
or four Newton players, and ran the 
remaining ten yards across the goal 
line untouched. Brad Thompson tort 
ii to take the attempted placekick in 
tiie solar plexus, knocking him out f« r 
a moment, hut it proved to he a val- 
uable move. 

For the rest of the halt Newton 
was continually on the defensive. La- 
te i in the second period Paul Forte 
pivoted his way through a jam at left 
tackle and sprinted through the Ar- 
lington secondaries in a 75-yard jaunt 
tc a touchdown, but ‘.lie play was 
called hack for a 15-yard penalty on 
Newton. McMuIlin got off a low spiral 
punt that Prior returned to the Ar- 
lington 43. The half ended on the 
next play. 

Team Better in Second Half 

Newton looked very much the part 
of an ineffectual, green team easily 
discouraged by momentary setbacks, 
throughout tiie first half.

A1 Thomp- 
son and Bill Johnston went 15 yards 
in five plays for the touchdown that 
tied tiie score, A1 Thompson carrying 
the ball in the last pileup that 
crossed tiie line. Tbep came the real 
high point of the game, with A1 
Thompson holding tiie hall for Bill 
Johnston's plucckick. with the line 
holding perfectly, and with the crowd 
of 4500 holding its collective breath. 
The kick was only two or three feet 
above tiie crossbar, hut through the 
uprights squarely in tin* middle, and 
Newton had won the 7-6 victory Hint 
duplicated the score of last year’s 
victory at Arlington.

Plans are being formulated to give , 
young women living in the Newtons 
and in surrounding cities an oppor- i 
tunity to take a Household Training J 
Course which will fit them for imme- j 
diate employment in the various parts I 
of Newton. This is made possible 
through an allotment of Federal Funds . 
to twenty States in the country, among ; 
them Massachusetts, and is being ad- 
ministered under the direction of the 
Women's Division of WPA. 

The Newton Centre Woman’s Club 
is much interested in this particular 
School and has formed an Advisory 
Committee which will assist Mrs. Hel- 
en Harlow, who is State Supervisor 
of the Household Training Schools. 
Members of the Advisory Committee 
are Mrs. Arthur B. Hitchcock, presi- 
dent of the Newton Centre Woman's 
Club: Mrs. Harold F Brown. Mrs. 
Ben H. Badenoch. Mrs. Arklay S. 
Richards, Mrs. Lewis S. Pilcher, and 
Mrs. George H. Waterman. 

The training is to be given in a 
modernly-furnished and equipped 
home, easily reached from all parts 
of the Newtons and from neighboring 
cities.

Lanno May Get 
Sewer To House 

Dominic Lanno of 20 Broadway ter., 
Newtonville, who for the past two 
years has vainly attempted to per- 
suade the Newton Board of Aldermen 
to authorize the construction of a sew- 
er to his home, may Anally succeed. 
Lanno petitioned for the sewer in 1935 
and was turned down after William 
J. Doherty of 15 Broadway had ob- 
jected. Doherty objected because he 
owns a lot of land abutting Broad- 
way ter. and would have to pay part 
of the cost of the sewer. Again this 
year Lanno petitioned for the sewer: 
again he was refused. The petitioner 
told the Aldermen that the health of 
his family had been jeopardized be- 
cause of the cesspool in his yard 
overAowing. and that he could not re- 
tain tenants in the other apartment 
in his house. The Newton Board of 
Health reported that the sewer was 
necessary for the health of Lanno’s 
family, but the Aldermen refused to 
authorize its construction and several 
members of the Board asserted that a 
new cesspool would care for the sew- 
age and meet health requirements. 

At the meeting of the Aldermen on 
Monday night, Alderman Hutchinson 
of the Public Works Committee asked 
that a hearing be ordered at the next 
meeting of the Board on Oct. 19, to 
permit Lanno to present another pe- 
tition for the sewer. Hutchinson said 
that through the good oAlces of the 
City Solicitor, it is probable that the 
opposition may he satistled and the 
objection to the sewer withdrawn. Al- 
derman Temperley said that he voted 
in favor of Lanno’s petition a few 
months ago. He asked why the mem- 
bers who had opposed the sewer have 
changed their attitude. Alderman 
Hutchinson said lie had opposed the 
sower because of the opposition of an 
abuttor. but in view of developments, 
it is probable the opposition may he 
withdrawn. Temperley commented 
that the explanation made the matter 
about as clear as before. 

Alderman Cronin said lie had also 
opposed the sewer, but that Lanno had 
come to him a few days ago and had 
offered to pay the entire cost of the 
sewer. The Board voted to order the 
hearing for another petition from 
Lanno.

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TIME WILL ANSWER THE QUESTION 

A new high mark in the registered vote of Newton. The 
situation here is duplicated in many other parts of the state 
and nation, giving rise to the question as to what it means. 
Democratic politicians will say that it is the result of more in- 
tensive effort on their part in recent years. Republicans will 
also say that they have been extremely active in this direction 
and more earnestly in the past few months than prior to 1930 
when the State went Democratic for the first time in many 
years. Many politicians of both parties say that the G.O.P. 
took things too easy in the days when their party was securely 
seated in the saddle and that the efforts of the Democratic 
party to overtake them have been permanently successful. In- 
creased activity on both sides is partially responsible but not 
the only reason. 

Another factor which the Republicans see in the increased 
registrations is a protest vote against the administration of both 
the national and state governments while many Democrats 
profess to see in it an endorsement of the political trend of 
recent times. No one can make any positive predictions regard- 
ing the coming election although it is clearly evident that some 
candidates have little to worry about. As election day 
approaches there is every reason to believe that the total 
popular vote as well as the total electoral vote for President 
will be extremely close. And the outcome will probably be 
decided in the farm states of the Middle West and the large 
eastern states of New York, Pennsylvania, and Ohio. 

If the increased registration figures mean a protest vote 
against the extravagance and disregard of American tra- 
ditions as expressed in the Constitution by the present national 
administration and a protest against the demagogic and ruthless 
power exerted in this state it will show in the counting of 
ballots on November 3rd. In this state, at least, there is every 
indication that such will be the result but the only certain thing 
about it is that time alone will tell. 


THE TAX LIMITATION PLAN 

Recent reports of the issuance of petitions for an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of Massachusetts limiting the tax 
assessment on real estate to two and one-half percent of the 
assessed valuation are of grave importance to every property 
owner in the state. Expressed in simpler language the plan 
would limit the tax bill of such a property owner to $25 for 
each $1000 of valuation. In such towns where the tax rate is 
less than this rate it would be ineffective. In such cities and

towns where the rate is higher it would mean an allotment by 
the state to such city or town to make up the difference re- 
quired to finance the city or town operations. The allotment 
would be made by an Allocation Board which would endeavor 
to keep the city or town in line against unwise expenditures. 
During recent years the tax burden on property has become 
extremely heavy and too far out of proportion as it has been 
practically the only means of revenue for the smaller political 
subdivisions of the state. Approval of the amendment must 
be granted by two successive legislatures and then by a favor- 
able vote by referendum so that the earliest the plan could be 
effective would be in 1941. It is our belief that a tax limitation 
plan has much in its favor but it should not be adopted without 
other revisions in our system of taxation calculated on a basis 
of sound and economical governmental expenditures.

NINETY YEARS AGO 

‘‘Ninety years without slumbering.” That is what the song 
about grandfather’s clock says. But the field of medical science 
invaded the realm of sleep just ninety years ago as a means 
of relieving patients during operations. Today is Ether Day. On 
October 10th in 1846 the anesthesia known as ether was first 
used in a surgical operation at the Mass. General Hospital in 
the removal of a tumor from a young man’s neck. It had been 
tried out previously by a young dentist, Dr. W. T. G. Morton, 
on the removal of a tooth from a patient. Dr. Henry P. 
Bigelow, one of the many leading physicians of that day who 
witnessed the operation, stated after the success of the new 
experiment, ”1 have seen something this day which will go 
'round the world.” Dr. Bigelow and his confreres watched 
the development of anesthesia and were among the first to 
realize its importance It i not difficult to realize the comfort 
ether, and today many other forms of anesthetics, have brought 
to humanity. Without it medical science would have been far 
from its position of today.

I Powers’ Paragraphs 


Over In Egypt the huge pyramids 
have stood for centuries and centu- 
ries ns memorials In stone to kings of 
that ancient land. In India Is the 
world's outstanding architectural gem 
—The Taj Mahal, erected by a Mogul 
emperor as a tribute to IiIh deceased 
queen. Out in the rocky face of a 
mountain in Dakota, Gutzon Rot-glum 
and his assistants have been busy for 
years carving gigantic likenesses of 
former Presidents of this country. Me- 
morials in stone are among the most 
lasting of man's achievements. For 
this reason rulers of post ages and of 
the present age have sanctioned their 
construction or sculpturing. 

For the past year and more we have 
been observing nil over this State the 
placing of stones which will serve to 
commemorate the reign of King 
James the First of Massachusetts. 
Away down Cape Cod they line the 
highways that skirt the sandy dunes. 
Far up on the hills toward tlie Berk- 
shires the State roads which wind 
through the forests are bordered by 
the curbstones sponsored by Mr. Cur- 
ley. Pedestrians nre few and far be- 
tween In these regions, but granite 
endures and the curbing may last for 
centuries. It may protect future gen- 
erations. if and when tin* waste lands 
up country will become populated with 
people. And then historians will delve 
into the past to ascertain who was 
responsible for such consideration of 
human lives. The memory of King 
James, the apostle of highway safety, 
will be revered. 


We took an automobile trip over 
the week-end through Vermont to one 
of our favorite regions, the country 
around Conticook, Quebec. The 
foliage in the Green Mountain State 
was gorgeous, and one could under- 
stand the enthusiasm it aroused in 
John Burroughs who wrote that the 
thing which impressed him most in 
tliis country was the autumn foliage 
in Vermont. The gale of last Mon- 
day. however, blew most of the 
brightly colored leaves from the ma- 
ples. 

The preceding Saturday we took a 
trip through the White Mountains, go- 
ing up through Franconia Notch and 
returning through Crawford Notch. 
The foliage was disappointing. The 
leaves on most of the deciduous trees 
hud not turned, and the rains and 
winds of the succeeding week caused 
them to fall.

Wlmt a contrast from the days when 
General Bancroft was In charge of 
the Boston street railway syst mu, and 
when the cars were thoroughly 
cleaned every day. both inside and 
outside. We refer this c, mplaint to 
two residents of tliis city— Henry 1. 
Harriman, chairman of tlie Board of 
Trustees, and Edward E. Whiting, a 
member of tlie Board of Trustees. We 


wonder how often either of these gen- 
tlemen ride between Newton and 
Boston on the cars of tlie Boston 
Elevated? 


A Newton woman, long a resident of 
this city, asked us to say something 
about the practice of many Newton 
residents who lead their dogs onto 
neighbor's lawns for “exercise.” Some 
of these dog owners even become in- 
sulted when a property dwner will ob- 
ject to the use of n lawn as a canine 
“rest room." We are quite fond of 
dogs, but we don’t own one because 
we live In a thickly settled neighbor- 
hood and such a district is no place 
for dogs. It isn’t giving dogs a 
square deal to keep them confined In 
houses, and it. does not give the 
neighbors n square deal to have dogs 
trespassing onto other persons’ prop- 
erties, or to keep neighbors nwake 
during all hours of the night by hark- 
ing. 

For the past three nights (from mid- 
night until early morning) we have 
been awakened at intervals by battle 
royals between a half dozen or more 
gentlemen dogs that are paying court 
to n lady dog which dwells a short 
distance from our residence. And this 
canaille convinces us more and more 
that Newton should have a dog offi- 
cer. Recause we know that In our dis- 
trict a large percentage of the dogs 
are not licensed, and the law pertain- 
ing to the licensing of dogs has been 
disregarded in Newton by the police 
for many years.

Spring Time Is 

Daffodil Time 

By Norman Howden 

Few people realizo that the only 
requirement necessary for a beautiful 
display of Daffodils, Tulips, Crocuses 
etc., is to plant bulbs in the Fall. 
It is so easy to procrastinate until the 
ground is frozen, however, when it 
is too late. 

It is of course important tliut the 
bulbs he selected carefully. Certain 
varieties grow more successfully in 
locations best adapted to that variety 
and it is well to obtuin advice from 
a reliable house before purchasing 
bulbs. Their seed and bulb men will 
he glnd to advise you as to selection 
and planting. 

Any gurden picture will he im- 
proved by the addition of daffodils, 
and spring gardens, whore the predom- 
inating colors are white and yellow 
can he enhanced by introducing blue 
into the color scheme, for which blue 
crocus and the various tints of blue 
Scilla are desirable. 

Daffodils may he planted in borders 
or in clumps of six or more, with a 
suitable ground cover such as Ground 
Phlox, Forget-me-nots, Pansies etc. 
Trumpet Daffodils such as “Empress” 
“Emperor”, “Van Waverns Giant' 
or “King Alfred” and the medium 
Trumpet varieties will provide a 
wealth of color and are also fine for 
cutting. 

Crocuses may he planted in clumps 
in the lawn, or in borders. A border 
of bedding Hyacinths will complete 
the picture. 

Tlie purchasing of Spring Bulbs 
should he considered an investment, 
not un expense to ho charged to one 
gardening season, as a planting of 
bulbs will produce flowers for many 
years. 

Plant all fall bulbs as soon as pos- 
sible. Daffodils. Hyacinths and Cro- 
cuses benefit from early planting. Tu- 
lips should he set when the trees 
have shed considerable of their foli- 
age. 

Lifting of ulhs after flowering is 
unnecessary as all bulbs do well when 
left undisturbed yonr after year. 

Paper White Narcissus grown in- 
doors in pebbles if planted now and in 
15 day intervals will provide flowers 
until February. Hyacinths may also 
he grown in the house with excelelnt 
results.

Everett High won a loosely-played 
6-0 football game from Newton High 
Monday morning in the Everett Sta- 
dium Both teams made numerous 
fumbles, and it was a bad pass from 
center that set up Everett's only score 
of tlie game.

At Newton Centre 

Cardinal Eugenio Pacelli, Secretary 
o( State of the Vatican was a guest 
this week of Bishop Francis Spell- 
man at the rectory of Sacred Heart 
Church, Newton Centre. He arrived 
at Newton Centre on Tuesday evening 
and on Wednesday morning at 7:45 
he celebrated mass In Sacred Heart 
Church before a large congregation. 
Later that morning he visited Cardi- 
nal O’Connell and on Wednesday eve- 
ning he again returned to the rectory 
tc spend the night. Yesterday morn- 
ing he again celebrated mass at Sa- 
cred Heart Church at 7:45 and then 
he attended a reception given him 
by the children of Sacred Heart 
parochial school. Several of the pu- 
pils extended greetings to the Cardl 
nal and an entertainment was pre- 
sented in his honor. The pupils weie 
granted a double holiday because ot 
the Cardinal’s visit. 

Later yesterday morning Cardinal 
Pacelli visited Boston College and the 
Convent of the Sacred Heart on Cen- 
tre st., Newton. Yesterday afternoon 
he returned to New York via the New 
Haven Railroad, accompanied by Bi- 
shop Spellman. The latter was as- 
sociated with Cardinul Pacelli at the 
Vatican and is one of the Cardinal’s 
closest friends. 


NEWTON DISTRICT NURSING 
ASSOCIATION 

Meetings of the Board of Directors 
of the Newton District Nursing Asso- 
ciation were resumed last Monday 
morning, October 5, 1936, at the 

Headquarters, 297 Walnut street, 
Newtonville. 

The report of the last four months 
given by the Executive Director, Miss 
Nelson, indicated that the nursing 
staff had had a busy summer. The 
visits numbered 6869 for this period, 
of which 3156 were for bedside nurs- 
ing care and 2698 for health super- 
vision, given mostly to infants and 
young children In connection with the 
Well Baby Conferences. 

Miss Nelson also reported on a 
study which she had made of a group 
of 122 children who had attended Well 
Baby Conferences for periods rang- 
ing from one to five years and were 
being transferred to the School De- 
partment. 

Among other things this study 
showed that 66 per cent of the chil- 
dren had been immunized against 
diphtheria and 76 per cent against 
smallpox. 

It was disappointing, however, to 
find that there had been so many con- 
tagious diseases among this group. 
This brings out the fact that there 
is still much to be done for the pro- 
tection of children against such dis- 
eases as whooping cough, measles, 
scarlet fever and mumps. For in- 
stance, the report showed 36 per cent 
of the children had been stricken with 
measles. According to Board of 
Health statistics measles shows the 
highest death rate of any of the con- 
tagious diseases, chiefly because of 
tin* serious complications 

The incidence of pneumonia among 
this younger group occurs much too 
frequently— eight out of the one hun- 
dred twenty-two children having had 
pneumonia. 

W. C. T. U. 


Mrs. A. B. Olds, a second genera- 
tion missionary to Japan, was the 
guest speaker at the October meeting 
of the Newton Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union. 

Mrs. Olds, as National Education 
Secretary, has travelled all over 
Japan and the Hawaiian Islands speak- 
ing to students in schools and colleges 
and to groups of Japanese women, in 
their homes, on temperance and so- 
cial purity. 

The Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union was the first woman’s organ- 
ization in Japan. It has had outstand- 
ing Japanese women us leaders and 
is doing a great work. Alcohol, said 
Mrs. Olds, is the greatest enemy Ja- 
pan has. An appalling percentage of 
deuths in Japan are due to alcohol. 
The beautiful cherry blossom festival 
is marred by the evidence of exces- 
sive drinking seen everywhere. 

As a result of the work of the W. 
C. T. U. In Japan there are now 
7h temperance boats and 8 dry mines, 
20 villages are hone dry and 120 
villages partially dry. 

The Government is now trying to 
do something to control drinking. 
Sept. 1st has been established as 
"Sake nashi day," when drinking of 
(“Sake”) alcoholic liquor is not per- 
mitted. 

The law also forbids the salo of 
ulcohnllc liquor to anyone under 21 
and the law is quite well enforced.

Training For a 

Profitable Job 


A proposed Household Training 
School to he located in the Newtons I 
will fit girls between the ages of IS J 
and 35 for a profitable vocation — a 
vocation with wages clear for cloth- 
ing. personal needs, and savings. 

Many girls with Hieh School edu- : 
cations, who like the variety of work 
found in homomaking, have hesitated 
to accept housework in another's 
home, feeling that the position did i 
not carry the same dignity and stand- 
ing that went with an office job. All j 
this is changed through training un- j 
der fine Home Economics instructors i 
who teach the girl how to do her 
work well, and in addition, teach the { 
personal grooming which makes a ! 
girl respect herself and inspires that j 
feeling in others. 

These Schools are carried on j 
throughout the State under the Worn- i 
en's Division of the WPA. with Mrs. '■ 
Helen Harlow as State Supervisor of 
the Household Training Schools. 
There is no cost to the girl for the S 
weeks’ training, as $1 a week car- 
fare is provided, and the lunches are 
prepared in the cooking classes. Upon 
satisfactory completion of the course 
the girl receives a government cer- 
tificate of proficiency. Her obligation 
is to use this training by taking a 
job. Tlie classes are from 9 to 4 
o'clock. 5 days 1 1 week, and the girls 
taking the training find it enjoyable 
to work together. 

In choosing a position at the end 
of the training each girl has the help 
of an experienced Placement Supervi- 
sor. Mrs Main. Before any girl is 
placed in a home. Mrs. Main visits 
that home and talks to the prospec- 
tive employer to ascertain her work 
needs. They discuss the household 
standards adopted by the Y. W. C. A. 
so that the employer understands the 
hours of work, time on call, vacation 
privileges, wages, and attitudes of | 
mutual respect and co-operation which | 


will make housework a most desired 
vocation. Such discussions are gen- 
eral today, all over th** United 
States. 

The Household Trainins School in 
the Newtons is sponsored by the New- 
ton Centre Woman's Club. Mrs. Arth- 
ur Hitchcock, president, in an organ- 
ized effort to promote work for wom- 
en. by women, and thereby to increase 
I the mutual happiness and satisfaction 
in tlie homes of the community.

Aldermen Argue 
Over Dental Clinic 


Tho Newton Board of Aldermen on 
Monday night voted to grant a per 
mit to Dr. Joseph D. Thompson to 
erect a building on Columbus st., New- 
ton Highlands for use in his dental 
practice. The locus is in a single 
residence zone and six of the seven 
n embers of the Claims A Rules Com- 
mittee reported against tho granting 
of tho permit because they believed 
that to allow such a structure would 
l.e contrary to the provisions of the 
zoning ordinance. These members 
had a ruling of City Solicitor Bart- 
lett to justify their attitude. Alder- 
man Rawson, chairman of the com- 
mittee said that the building will 
not bemused for a “clinic,” as it is 
designated by Dr. Thompson. He 
quoted from two medical dictionaries 
which define a clinic as a place where 
lectures on medicine or dentistry are 
given while patients are treated in 
tho presence of students, or a place 
connected with a hospital or college 
where free treatment is given to pa- 
tients. The committee contended tha , 
the building will be used by Thomp 
son and his son, who is also a den- 
tist, principally for their regular 
practice. Aldermen Inches and Hutch- 
inson concurred with Rawson. The 
former told of investigating the status 
of clinics at Harvard and Tufts Den- 
tal Schools, and that the proposed 
building did not qualify for such a 
designation. 

Alderman Cronin, the only member 
of the committee to dissent, argued 
that the proposed building will bene 
fit the health and welfare of the 
community. Cronin contended that 
the Aldermen should ignore the dic- 
tionary definitions of "clinic.” Aider- 
man McKay of Newton Highlands fa- 
\ored the granting of the permit. Ho 
said that the residents in the neigh- 
borhood do not object to the build- 
ing, which will be next to the Wom- 
an’s Club Workshop on Columbus st. 
He told of tlie advantage of having 
a place where dental patients can re- 
main over night, if necessary. Aider- 
men Bowen. Colby and Temporlev 
also spoke in favor of the petition. 
It was stated that Dr. Thompson 
treats a large number of school chil- 
dren. 

By a vote of 11 to 8 the Board 
granted the petition for the struc- ] 
ture, which will be of bungalow type, j 
Those voting in favor were: Aldermen 
Akins, Barwise, Bowen, Brocklesbv, 
Colby.

For Police, Firemen

Speedy Capture 
Of Auto Thieves 


Two Lynn young men who stole 
an automobile in this city about 1 
n m. Saturday morning were cap- 
tured many miles away and arraigned 
in the Newton court later that same 
morning.

It was recovered a coup e 
of hours later by State Police near 
North Brookfield. In it were Clar- 
ence Phinney and Aubrey Pierce of 
Lynn. The car had been in an acci- 
dent and was damaged. Newton po- 
lice headquarters had broadcast a de- 
scription of the stolen car, and when 
tiie State P.dice recovered R, the. 
ratified the Newton police. Serg. 
Sheridan and Patrolman Rogers went 
to North Brookfield, brought the two 
Lynn youths back to Newton, and 
they were arraigned Id the Newton 
court later that morning. Their casei 
were continued to October 20. 


Another episode of the controversy 
over a proposed sewer in Broadway 
terrace, Newtonville, occurred at the 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen on 
Monday night. For two years Dominic 
Lanno of 15 Broadway terrace has 
been petitioning for a sewer connec- 
tion from Broadway to his home. Wil- 
liam J. Doherty of Broadway hac 
been opposing Lanno’s efforts to get 
the sewer. In connection with both 
of Lanno’s former petitions, last 
spring and last year, the Newton 
Health Department stated a sewer if 
needed as a health measure. Both last 
year and this year, the Board of Al- 
dermen voted to turn down Lanno's 
petitions. At a recent meeting of tnc 
Aldermen. Chairman Hutchinson of 
the Public Works Committee an- 
nounced that through the good offices 
of the City Solicitor, it was probable 
that an arrangement could he made 
whereby the opposition to the sewer 
would be withdrawn. He asked that 
the matter be reopened by another 
hearing being given to Lanno. Thi3 
was done. 

The hearing was held before the Al- 
dermen on Monday night. Lanno said 
that he has made an offer to pay Do- 
herty’- share of the cost of construct- 
ing the sewer provided that Doherty 
would give hi a lien on the lota 
of land owned by the latter and which 
abut Broadway terrace. He said that 
ho understood City Solicitor Bartlett 
had drawn up the agreement, but 
he had not seen it. Doherty, who 
was present, said the petition now 
before the Aldermen Is the same as 
those presented at two former hear- 
ings. He said that Mrs. Lanno had 
talked with him and stated she would 
pay the entire cost of the sewer. 
Doherty said he had advised Mrs.

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AN IMPORTANT ANGLE 

While great emphasis is being placed upon the election of 
candidates heading the national and state Republican tickets 
it is vitally important that the voters give thought to other 
minor offices which will appear on the ballot. It is plainly 
evident that the citizens of this state in general are dissatisfied 
with the administration given them under Governor Curley. 
But to accomplish the most desirable end we must go further 
and elect to other offices those men who will work with the 
leaders for the best interests of all. Analysis of the voting 
in previous years shows that many voters who mark their ballots 
for the heads of the ticket do not vote for other offices on 
the ballot. This analysis further shows that the further down 
on the ballot the contest is the greater the number of blanks. 
In other words candidates for Governor, Senator and the like, 
receive a greater total vote than others on the so-called state 
ticket (those offices voted for in the entire state) while county 
candidates usually receive the smallest total vote and the most 
blanks. , 

There is an extremely vital question facing the voters this 
fall insofar as county candidates are concerned which perhaps 
has not been stressed as emphatically as desirable. We refer 
to the forthcoming redistricting of the senatorial and repre- 
sentative districts. This task faces the county commissioners 
next year. Two years ago the voters of Middlesex county 
elected a Democrat as one of its commissioners. The two Re- 
publican Commissioners, Walter C. Wardwell and Nathaniel 
I. Bowditch, are candidates for re-election in November 
Should either of them be defeated by his Democratic opponent 
the redistricting of the districts mentioned would be in the 
hands of the Democratic party. What the result would be is 
readily imagined. The plain fact is that Middlesex county, a 
Republican stronghold, and many of its districts would be lost 
for some time and it would be a most difficult task to regain 
them. Thus it becomes essential for Republican voters not 
to overlook this angle of the situation and to vote the entire 
Republican ticket from the first name on the ballot to the last.

Next week has been designated as 
•Hearing Week” by the American 
Society for the Hard of Hearing. It 
is estimated that there are ten mil- 
lion adults in the country who have 
impaired hearing and three million 
children with measurable hearing de- 
fects. Newton is among the progres- 
sive cities that are cooperating to pro- 
mote the alleviation of the handicap 
of deafness and to prevent it as far 
as possible in the next generation. 
Since 1924 free classes in lip reading 
for adults have been offered in the 
evening schools. In 1928 an audio- 
meter was purchased and since 1930 
a definite program for the detection 
of impaired hearing among the school 
children, the correction of hearing de- 
fects, and lip reading classes when 
advisable has been followed. Last 
year 45.000 children with hearing de- 
fects were found by use of the audio- 
meter of which 7.000 were in Mass- 
achusetts and 257 in Newton. In 
1930 in Newton the number of chil- 
dren with impaired hearing was 4.5 
percent of the number tested. By June 
of last year the figure had dropped to 
2.96 percent, with an -average of 5 
percent for the country. Deafness is 
curable only in its early singes, it at 
all. and it is possible for a person’s 
hearing to be impaired to a consider- 
able extent without his being aware 
of it. To prevent deafness the cause 
of deafness must be prevented. 
Among the causes or this handicap 
are frequent colds, several contagious 
diseases, running ears, boxing of the 
ears, violent blowing of the nose, mal- 
nutrition. and wax or foreign bodies 
in the ear canal. More attention 
might well be paid to early defects 
of the hearing and advice obtained 
from the nearest chapter of the Am- 
erican Society for the Hard of Hear- 
I lug or from the local school depart- 
| ment. The nearest chapter of the 
American Society is the Boston CSuild 
for the Hard of Hearing at 339 Com- 
monwealth ave.. Boston.

NOT HURTING THE HOUSEWIVES 


October 16, 1936. 

To the Editor: 

My attention has been called to :t 
h tter published in today’s Boston Her- 
ald written by Mrs. F. A. Leland of 
West Newton. 

Mrs. Leland complains that the 
"WPA Sewing Projects hurt the 
housewives." Since the start of the 
Mayor’s Relief Committee in Octo- 
ber. 1930. there have been very few 
applications from maids for general 
housework As far as the Newton 
Sewing Project Is concerned, a care- 
ful analysis of the fifty women em- 
ployed on tills project shows that 
there there are only two persons em- 
I ’oyed who possibly might take up 
tl is type of work, but neither one 
are at all experienced. A large mn- 
jrrity of the women employed on out 
p-rjoect are women with families, who 
find it very difficult, to accept any po- 
sition where they would be away from 
their children and homes In the eve- 
ning. I do not know what the situa- 
Con may he ,‘n other cities, Imt 1 feel 
very certain that the local WPA Sew- 
ing Project is not in any way ‘‘hurt- 
ing the housewives” in Newton. 

Our experience here has been „hr.t 
people who are engaged in this type 
of work, do not make their homes 
in Newton. We find that a housemaid 
who lias a position in Newton, und 
then loses same, invariably takes a 
room in Boston and attempts to se- 
cure work again through the large 
Boston employment agencies. We re 
coive numberless requests weekly for 
maids for general housework, but I 
doubt that we have been sible to find 
it Newton in the past six years more 
than five or six experienced persons 
for tills type of work. 

Unfortunately, we have too many 
calls from persons, who. in my opin- 
i -.n. take advantage of a person’s 
i.eedy circumstances and who seem 
perturbed to think that we cannot 
immediately provide an employee to 
work for $3.00 or 34.00 per week.

Powers’ Paragraphs 
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Wo haven’t had much to say about 
politics in litis column during tin* 
crmpalgti of the past few months. 
The Lord knows everyone has had 
an pie opportunities to read politic,.! 
arguments in magazines and newspa- 
pers. And as for the spellbinding 
over the air. the radio stations have 
been so busy broadcasting political 
speeches, that we believe the unusu- 
ally warm weather of the past six 
weeks lias been largely caused by tin 
“hot air” which has been pouring out 
of millions of radio sets all over tills 
country. Torrid waves emanating 
from political orators, si large per- 
centage of whom read "speeches’ 
v vitten by Someone else. Enough 
baloney lias been disseminated 
through the medium of tlie press and 
radio the past couple of months to 
stock nil the delicatessen shops in 
tlie country for years to come. 

Frankly, we haven’t attempted to 
give our views on affairs political, so 
far as the national contest is con- 
cerned, because for tlie first time since 
we started to vote, we don’t enthuse 
over either of the major candidates 
lor President. Fc-ur years ago we 
were strong for Franklin I). Roose- 
velt. We believed, and still believe, 
that lie is a man with unusual sym- 
pathy for humanity, especially for 
those who have had more cloudy Jay. 
than sunshine in their lives. We be- 
lieved that the men who were in con- 
trol in this 'country, politically, finan- 
cially. industrially, during tin* years 
preceding tlie depression, had given 
too much attention to material affairs 
and too little to human problems. We 
believed that they had not been awake 
to tlie fact that economic conditions 
in tills country, as in other countries 
were becoming so lop-sided, that pro- 
duction had become so unsynchronize I 
with distribution, that the chaos which 
followed between 1929 and 1933 could 
have been largely avoided by more 
intelligent leadership. And so. when 
Mr. Roosevelt proclaimed his concern 
for the masses in tlie 1932 campaign, 
and when lie inaugurated his emergen- 
cy programs in 1933, we enthused over 
him. 

Our enthusiasm lias faded because 
of our observation of the adminis- 
tration programs such as the ERA. 
PWA, AAA and WPA. In common 
with millions of others in the U. ri. 
A. we could not approve of the gifts 
of millions upon millions of dollars 
to farmers and alleged farmers 
throughout this country, but especial- 
ly in the West and South for not rais- 
ing crops of tltis or that staple, or 
not raising pigs. O r disapproval of 
this policy of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration was not made less wh t Mr. 
Wallace of the Roosevelt cabinet 
nine to New England and showed his 
utter enmity for the many thousands 
of idle textile workers of this region 
by the sneering remarks he made in 
Ids speech at Maine. 

We approve of the theories of the 
ERA, the l*WA and the WPA. Had 
not relief been given promptly to the 
millions of our citizens desperately 
in want, this country would have seen

rioting and probably a revolution sim- 
ilar to those experienced in Euro 
lean countries. But. we have seen 
such maladministration in these littge 
projects, that we have become dis- 
gusted. We have witnessed honest, 
deserving men with families to sup- 
port pleading for assistance, and be- 
ing put to work, if they were for- 
tunate enough to have their appli- 
cations accepted, on assignments for 
which tfTey were given $12 or $14 
weekly. And such compensation was 
nth regular. We have also seen young 
men and women, without families de- 
pendent on them, and some who were 
members of families in comfortable 
circumstances, given ERA and WPA 
appointments with wages, salaries, 
compensation, or what you will, two 
and three times, and even more, the 
amount received by tlie men who did 
not have political pull, or other in- 
fluence. And all of these favored ones 
v ere not Democrats. We know per- 
sons who have bragged that they 
never voted anything iiut the straight 
Republican ticket, who have fared 
more than well through assignments 
it PWA. ERA and WPA projects. It 
hasn’t all been politics. 

There bus been a tremendous and 
unnecessary waste of public funds in 
Federal relief projects. Not alone 
through nonsensical boondoggling, 
hut even more through the preference 
given on ERA and WPA projects, if 
Massachusetts is any criterion, to 
large numbers of men, many of whom 
are mere youths, who obviously arc 
loafers, and who perform little or no 
labor in return for the money they 
receive from tin* Federal relief agen- 
cies. Money which Is being raised 
through taxation, not alone from the 
wealthy who have plenty, but, also 
from millions of people who lmv - 
been struggling for years to remain 
independent in spite of greatly low- 
eied incomes. There has been a 
transition among all too large a per- 
centage of our population. Instead 
of taking pride in being independent 
and self-supporting, they are now 
members of the “gimme” tribe. Tliev 
l eiieve in chiseling till they can. This 
tiend didn’t start among the masses 
It got its impetus during tlie World 
War when big business men, and 
business men not so big soaked the 
government (tin* people paying), hv 
means of exorbitant prices obtained 
through tlie medium of those wai- 
tiine “cost plus 10 percent,” and other 
contracts.

BROCKTON BACKS STAR 
IN 25 TO 7 VICTORY 

Newton Fails To Stop Capt. 
Montgomery 


Paced by a trio of Heintillating 
hacks the strong and undefeated 
Brockton football team trampled the 
orange and black of Newton high into 
the greensward at the Dickinson Sta- 
dium on Monduy afternoon to the tune 
of 25 to 7. The Saturday afternoon 
deluge necessitated the postponement 
and gave Newton officials reason to 
believe that a small crowd would be 
in attendance. They did not, how- 
ever, take into recognition the deli- 
rious support being accorded the 
Brockton team by its rabid followers 
who stormed the Newton stadium by 
the thousands. Witli a small attend- 
ance anticipated preparation was not 
made to handle the 5000 who 
attended and neither the gates nor the 
ticket offices were opened early 
enough for the impatient crowd. 
While police assigned to the game did 
their best it was impossible to pre- 
vent many from climbing the fence at 
the hack of the stadium on Hull st. 
and watching the game without pay- 
ing for the privilege. 

Newton received the opening kick- 
off when the game started promptly 
at three o’clock and the batttle was 
on. For the first quarter there was 
no score although goodly gains were 
reeled off by Capt. Lou Montgomery 
and Louis Principe of the visitors and 
Forte and Johnston of the home out- 
fit. Newton staved off several sorties 
hv the invaders too raise the hopes 
of the home supporters hut in vain as 
late in the session the two Brockton 
backs, aided by the rugged line-plung- 
ing of fullback Saba began a march 
that would not be denied. As the 
period ended Brockton had ground 
out 75 grudging yards to the Newton 
10-yard stripe. 

Tlie first play of the second period 
was stopped for a two yard loss when 
Bill Johnston came up fast to smear 
Montgomery as he attempted a wide 
end run and it was fourth down and 
six yards to go. Quarterback Prin- 
cipe called a pass play and tossed 
t lie oval into the open arms of Captain 
Montgomery deep in t lie end zone for 
the initial tally. Tackle Castoldi 
broke through the line to block the 
attempted placekick for the point. 

Following the kickoff Newton start- 
ed a march of its own which petered 
out on the Brockton 33-yard line. The 
visitors obtained possession of the 
ball and started its second touchdown 
march. Two rushes brought a first 
down on the Newton 13 and then Saha 
reeled off 23 yards to the Newton 20. 
Principe carried to the Newton 13 
and then alternated with Saba to put 
t lie hall on the one-foot line. Saha 
plunged through for the tally. The 
point after failed. 

In the third period five minutes 
went by with Newton gradually be- 
ing forced back. Punting from the 
ten yard line Johnston saw Montgom- 
ery gather the hall in his arms on 
the dead run. at the Newton 38 where 
several Newton tacklers were poised 
to bring him down. They were too 
close to the Brockton star to drop 
him as he sped between them, cut to 
his left around those players left in 
the scrimmage line, picked up an in- 
terferer or two who took care of those 
left in the Newton backfield and zig- 
zagged his way down the sideline for 
the third touchdown, making the 
score 18 to 0. Once again the try 
for point failed. 

In the fourth quarter Newton again 
had to kick from near their goalline 
and Brockton took possession of the 
ball on the Newton 40. Rushes by 
Principe and Montgomery gained 15 
yards and then Principe knifed his 
way through tackle and continued on 
to the goal line 25 yards away. His 
try for the extra point this time was 
good. 

Newton threatened to score at least 
three ties with its passing attack hut 
the passes failed by the narrowest 
of margins. As Brockton seemed vul- 
nerable to the open game Quarter- 
hacks A1 Thompson and Frank Hines 
took to the air frequently and in the 
final session succeeded. Late in the 
final quarter Halfback Guildo Cas- 
toldi tossed a pass to Bill Johnston 
for a 20-yard gain to put the hall on 
the Brockton 30-vard stripe. John- 
ston had a clear field ahead of him 
but stumbled and fell to the ground 
as the hall nestled in his arms. The 
old Statue of Liberty play then was 
converted into the Newton tally. With 
Castoldi poised to throw a pass Paul 
Forte, Newton sprinter, ran around 
behind him. seized the hall, ran 
around his left end for the score 
Johnston’s placekick for the extra 
point was good. With hut a few 
minutes left to play Newton again 
opened up with passes but to no avail 
A Johnston to Dexter pass was good 
for a thirty yard gain but Dexter 
slipped ami stumbled, like Johnston 
had previously, with a clear field 
ahead. The next pass was intercept- 
ed on the Brockton 20 and the game 
ended a few plays later.

It 
includes health, freedom, happiness 
—all that makes life worth having. 
“This is life eternal.” the Master said 
- not shall be; and what mankind 
needs, what we all long for, is present 
salvation from the problems and per- 
plexities that beset us, from sin and 
sorrow, from sickness and from lack. 
Christian Science teaches and proves 
that such deliverance is possible here 
and now through a right understand- 
ing of God, as Jesus indicated. 

When on his missionary journey 
he came to Athens, the Apostle Paul 
found an altar dedicated “TO THE 
UNKNOWN GOD.” and was able to 
assure the Athenians, “Whom there- 
fore ye ignorantly worship, him de- 
clare I unto you." In the Christian 
Science textbook, "Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures,” 
Mary Baker Eddy, tin? Discoverer 
and Founder of Christian Science, 
has written (p. 596): "Paganism and 
agnosticism may define Deity as ‘the 
great unknowable;’ but Christian 
Science brings God much nearer to 
man, and makes Him better known us 
the All-in-all, forever near." 

What, then, is the nature of God, 
the God whom Paul preached to the 
Athenians, and whom Christian Sci- 
ence brings much nearer to man? 

Christiun Scientists turn nuturully 
to the Bible to learn about God, for 
no body of people holds the Bible in 
greater reverence. It wus in the 
Bible that Mrs. Eddy discerned the 
truths she afterwards set out in the 
Christian Science textbook, and her 
followers find that the Bible grows 
more and more important to them in 
their daily lives as they study its 
puges in the light thrown upon them 
by Chrisiiun Science. 

Throughout the Old Testament 
may he discerned, in the writings 


and experiences of the Hebrew race, 
a gradually developing concept of the 
nature of God: a concept sometimes 
overlaid with primitive notions of a 
God of battles, swayed by human 
passions such ns revenge or favorit- 
ism: at other times more spiritual 
and universal in it # * meaning. Thus 
we may trace in the Old Testament 
the thought of God as infinite, as 
omnipotent, as all-knowing and eter- 
nal, the intelligent source and cause 
of everything that exists. 

It is, however, in the New Testa- 
ment. more especially, of course, iu 
the life and work of Christ Jesus, 
that we find the clearest, the most 
convincing explanation and demon- 
stration of what God is. Sitting by 
the well-side at Sychar, Jesus said 
plainly to the woman of Samaria, 
“God is a Spirit." And the supreme 
revelation of God’s nature made by 
our Master, in his teaching, in his 
works of healing, in his whole life of 
patient self-sacrifice, was that God is 
Love. 

As a result of her deep and per- 
sistent study of the Scriptures and 
of her spiritual inspiration Mrs. Eddy 
was able to answer the question 
“What is God?" in the Christian Sci- 
ence textbook as follows: "God is in- 
corporeal. divine, supreme, infinite 
Mind. Spirit, Soul. Principle. Life, 
Truth, Love” (Science and Health, p. 
465). This. then, is the God whom 
Christian Science enables us to know 
and understand, and to find "forever 
near," because, being infinite, He is 
ever present. 

Jesus and Christ 

The way in which Christian Sci- 
ence enables us to know God is by 
helping us to understand more in- 
telligently the life and work of Christ 
Jesus. Jesus once asked his disciples 
a momentous question. There were 
current among his contemporaries 
many different views and theories 
about him. Some people thought he 
was John the Baptist, others thought 
he was Elijah, or one of the prophets 
risen again. Jesus rejected all such 
fantastic speculations and said to his 
disciples, "But whom say ye that I 
am?" Peter answered. “Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God." 
That Jesus approved this answer and 
regarded it as important is shown by j 
his reply, “Blessed art thou, Simon 
Bar-jona: for flesh and blood hath 
not revealed it unto thee, but my 
Father which is in heaven.” 

What, then, is the meaning of this 
title “Christ”? Christian Science ex- 
plains that there is a distinction be- 
tween "Jesus" and “Christ”: the term 
"Christ" is not merely a synonym for 
"Jesus.” The human Jesus was the 
best tmd greatest man that ever lived. 
His example remains forever as the 
standard for Christian living. He is 
the Way-shower, in whose footsteps 
Christian Scientists endeavor humbly 
to follow. It is impossible to exag- 
gerate the debt which the world owes 
to the Founder of Christianity. He 
went about doing good — he healed the 
sick, fed the hungry, raised the dead. 
He imposed upon his followers the 
great command to love one another, a 
command which provides the ultimate 
and only possible solution for all so- 
cial, industrial, and international prob- 
lems. By his victory on the cross 
and his resurrection he proved that 
life is spiritual and eternal. 

What was it that enabled him to 
do all this? Christian Science teach- 
es that it was the Christ, Truth, which 
Jesus understood in fullest measure. 
Jesus, as Mrs. Eddy has pointed out, 
is a human name which the Master 
shared with others of his race; Christ, 
on the other hand, is a divine title 
which refers to the spirituality ex- 
pressed throughout his life and teach- 
ing. In Science and Health (p. 583) 
may be found this definition of Christ: 
“The divine manifestation of God, 
which comes to the flesh to destroy 
incarnate error." That which is man- 
ifest is clear, plainly understood. It 
was, then, the Master’s clear appre- 
hension of what God is that entitled 
him to be called “Christ Jesus,” and 
t hut healed and saved those who 
turned to him for help. 

His demonstration of the unity of 
God and man. of divine Mind and 
it* spiritual idea, made Christ Jesus 
the Saviour of mankind. Christian 
Scientists feel unbounded gratitude to 
him tor his life of absolute un- 
selfishness, for all he taught and 
wrought, for his steadfast adherence 
to Truth and his supreme example of 
self-sacrifice iu the crucifixion. They 
do not believe that Jesus came to 
earth, faced the attacks of bigotry 
and envy, and suffered on the cross to 
appease an angry deity, and so win 
pardon for sinful mortals. Such a doc- 
trim.- cannot be true if God is Love, 
as tin- Bilile declares Him to be. 
Christian Science shows us that we 
must "work out four] own salva- 
tion" by following in the footsteps of 
Christ Jesus. We can do this as we 
learn to know what Jesus knew, and 
to put that knowledge, as it is gained 
little by little, into practice in our 
daily lives. That is the "way of sul- 
vation” — t lie only way. 

it \\ as upon iii * healing w ot k 1 hat 
Jesus relied to substantiate the truth 
of what he taught und to confirm 
Betel's acknowledgment of him as 
the Christ. And today it is by its 
healing und regenerating work thut 
Christian Science confirms and sub- 
stantiates its teachings, and its claim 
to reveal to this age the Christ, Truth, 
which made Jesus the Messiah. 

The Will of God 

It is said of Jesus in the epistle 
to tin- Hebrews, "Lo, I come ... to 
do thy will, o God,” u statement 
confirmed by many of our Lord’s own 
sayings. His works illustrate and deni- 
on. irate the will of God. When with a 


word Jesus stilled the storm which 
seemed to threaten the disciples* safe- 
ty. he proved thnt the terrible destruc- 
tive forces of nature are contrary to 
the will of God. When lie fed the mul- 
titudes with resources impossibly 
small from n material standpoint, he 
proved that material limitation is not 
in conformity with God’s will. Ho 
showed by healing the sick thnt dis- 
ease and infirmity are not the will of 
God. By raising the dead he proved 
that death is not in accordance with 
the will of God. What did these 
works of Jesus prove God's will for 
man to be? Surely the opposite of the 
conditions which he destroyed: peace 
and safety, not distress and danger; 
the affluence of spiritual substance, 
the freedom nnd vitality of health, 
life in all its full abundance. He 
brought these positive realities into 
men's experience through his knowl- 
edge of the Christ. 

Tills lends to another point for con- 
sideration. Can that which is con- 
trary to the will of God have any real 
existence? Since God is infinite Mind, 
the only cause and creator, the sole 
source of existence, only thnt which 
is in accordance with His will can lie 
real. Christian Science holds that 
sin. disease, disaster, lack, sorrow, 
are unreal because they are incompa- 
tible with the nature of God, who is 
infinite Life. Truth, nnd Love. Indeed 
Christian Science goes further and 
declares thnt neither matter nor evil 
lias any real existence, since God is 
infinite Spirit and is infinitely good. 
That such a conclusion has Scriptural 
authority is clear. Our Master said, 
"It is the spirit that quickeneth; the 
flesh [that is. matter] proflteth noth- 
ing.” When lie healed a woman who 
is described us having been bowed 
together for eighteen years, he said 
that Satan, the devil, had hound her 
— and elsewhere he said of the devil, 
or evil, that “lie was a murderer from 
the beginning, and abode not in the 
truth, because there is no truth in 
him.” That which has no truth in it 
cannot be real. Christian Science 
therefore teaches that evil and all its 
manifestations are untrue, unreal; and 
the destruction by Christ Jesus of 
sin, disease, death — all manifesta- 
tions of evil — confirms that conclu- 
sion. 

How are we to explain the apparent 
reality of evil, of sin, disease, cruelty, 
and so on? What seems to be true 
but is not true is a misconception, a 
false belief. Misconceptions about 
anything are removed when they are 
corrected by acquaintance with the 
true facts. Jesus said. “Ye shall know 
the truth, and the truth shall make 
you free.” That from which truth 
sets free is not truth but error, not 
real but unreal. The Christian Sci- 
entist is not so much concerned to 
wonder where the false belief, the il- 
lusion. of sin and disease came front, 
as to prove their illusory nature by 
reforming character and healing 
sickness. 

Christian Science Discovered 

Did the Christ disappear beyond 
t lie reach of human recognition when 
Jesus rose above men’s sight in his 
ascension? Christ is Truth and there- 
fore is eternal, ever present, always 
available to lie understood. “Through- 
out all generations,” we read iu the 
Christian Science textbook (p. 333), 
“both before and after the Christian 
era, the Christ, as t lie spiritual idea, 
— tlie reflection of God,— has come 
with some measure of power and 
grace to all prepared to receive 
Christ. Truth.” Just as the great 
characters of the Old Testament 
caught glimpses of the truth about 
God and man. so also since the begin- 
ning of tlie Christian era men of deep 
spiritual insight have also perceived 
something of that same truth, and 
this perception has enabled them to 
bring help, comfort, and spiritual 
progress to tlie world. Such reform- 
ers as John Wvdif, John Hush, Mar- 
tin Luther, Calvin, and Wesley, and 
undoubtedly many others of whom the 
world never heard, have perceived 
much of tlie true nature of God and 
seen it manifested in their lives. 

Then in the year 1866 tlie Christ 
was revealed, as never before since 
tli time of Jesus, to Mary Baker 
Eddy, who after half a lifetime of 
devotion to the tilings of Spirit, was 
indeed “prepared to receive Christ, 
Truth." In her autobiography, "Ret- 
rospection and Introspection,” and 
elsewhere in her writings, she lias 
recorded how, after sustaining a se- 
vere accident, she was lying in a se- 
riously injured condition and turned 
to the Bible for help and consolation. 
She there read the story of the heal- 
ing of tlie man sick of the palsy, with 
the result that she was able to rise 
from iter bed and join her friends in 
a room near by, where they were 
waiting for her to pass away. Mrs. 
Eddy’s turning to God in this ex- 
tremity proved the present operation 
of that same divine law that was dem- 
onstrated in the healing work of 
Christ Jesus. God had been made 
manifest to her; tlie Christ had come 
to her consciousness and it restored 
her to health. She records a conver- 
sation at this time with a friend as 
follows: "A dear old lady asked me, 
‘How is it that you are restored to 
Us? Has Christ come again on 
earth?’ ‘Christ never left,’ I replied; 
‘Christ is Truth, and Truth is always 
here,— the impersonal Saviour’” (Mis- 
cellaneous Writings, p. 180). 

Mrs. Eddy was not content to leave 
tlie matter there. She realized that 
she must allure her discovery with 
tlie world. Thanks to her unselfish 
work, the Science of Christ has been 
stated in cleur und unmistakahle 
language in the Christian Science 
textbook, "Science und Health with 
Key to the Script arcs," und in Mrs. 
Eddy’s other writings. Anyone who 
cures to study those works iu con- 
junction wit It tlie Bilile may leuru 
tlie truth about God and man, and 
so find thnt divine Love is manifest 
in huniun experience loiluy in tlie 
healing of sickness and sin, Just as 
it was iu the first days of tho Chris- 
tiuu era. 

Mrs. Eddy was alone responsible for 
tin* discovery of Christiun Science and 
for Bh establishment . Site organized 
The .Mother Church, The First Church 
of Christ, Scientist . in Boston, Mass- 


achusetts, founded Us periodicals, 
guided Us early footsteps, and safely 
protected its future growth und devel- 
opment by providing it with Us Rules 
and By-Laws in tho Church Manual. 

There is little wonder that the 
vast number of people who have found 
health and happiness through tho 
teachings of Christian Science, who 
have above all found God, a divine 
Principle on whom they can rely for 
guidance and protection both in the 
small and great things of life, nre un- 
reservedly grateful to Mrs. Eddy for 
her work. They recognize that only 
one who lived close to God, and who 
expressed throughout her life that 
purity and nobility of character which 
come only from unswerving obedience 
to divine Principle, could have made 
such blessings available to themselves 
and to all mankind. In the words of 
King Lemuel in the book of Proverbs, 
"Let her own works praise her in the 
gates.” 

Repentance and Healing 

We read in tho first chapter of 
Genesis that “God created man in 
his own image, in the image of God 
created lie him." It follows, then, that 
as we discover the true nature of God 
we discover also the true nature of 
man. To express the absolute unity 
of God and man, His image, Christian 
Science uses tlie term “reflection." It 
teaches us that man reflects, and 
therefore expresses, the intelligence, 
resourcefulness, and poise of Mind, 
the freedom of Spirit, the gentleness 
and kindliness of Love, the strength 
and unwaning vigor of Life. Just as 
he abandons old false beliefs about 
God, so the Christian Scientist 
abandons wrong concepts of man, and 
strives to identity himself and others 
always with the spiritual reflection of 
ills Maker. 

The thought of man ns expressing 
the perfection of God, which at first 
may seem new and strange, speedily 
grows natural. As the true idea of 
God and man becomes established in 
consciousness, healing takes place. 
Tliis change in thought need not he 
complete before it can help us. As 
soon as it begins to come about it 
brings better health in the widest 
sense of that word. Every day it is 
being proved that men and women who 
have been suffering from illness or 
unhappiness, from the ravages of self- 
ishness, from a sense of inability to 
cope with tlie tasks before them, are 
finding in Christian Science health of 
body, health of mind, health in their 
business, health in their relations with 
their fellow’ men. Mrs. Eddy beauti- 
fully expresses this in her poem, 
“Christ and Christmas” (p. 53): 

"Forever present, bounteous, free, 

Christ conies in gloom; 

And aye, with grace towards you 
and me. 

For health makes room.” 

In fact, the understanding of the 
truth about God and man brings the 
kingdom of heaven on earth. 

it must not lie thought that tlie 
salvation which Christian Science of- 
fers is salvation only from physical 
difficulties and discomforts. Indeed, 
some of tlie most far-reaching and 
beneficent work which Christian Sci- 
ence accomplishes lies in tlie healing 
of faults of character, in t lie destruc- 
tion of sin. Jesus said, "Repent: for 
tho kingdom of heaven is at hand.” 
There is more In repentance than 
mere regret. Tlie Greek word trans- 
lated “repent” means “change your 
thought.” Sorrow for sin is essential; 
sin will never he abandoned so long 
as it is not regretted, deeply and sin- 
cerely. Regret alone, however, will 
never destroy sin, for regret does not 
expose sin’s unreality. Unreal it must 
be, since it is inconsistent with the 
infinite goodness of God. 

Repentance must be more than re- 
gret — it must lie complete change of 
thought. As soon as the sinner begins 
to understand the perfection of God, 
and liis reflection man, lie sees that 
his indulgence in sin means that he 
lias been believing in something that 
is unreal. When he fully grasps the 
unreality of the sin that is besetting 
him he is freed from its tliralldom. But 
salvation from sinful beliefs is not 
won except by absolute honesty. To 
say sin is unreal and willfully to in- 
dulge it is dishonest, and can only 
prolong the belief in separation from 
God and tlie consequent suffering in- 
separable from sin until it is aban- 
doned. Conversely, freedom from sin 
is only full gained when tlie unreality 
of sin is understood. 

That repentance in essential to the 
destruction of sin is generally agreed. 
\V< ot t houglit, perhaps, t hat 

we mnst’ii'iso repent of sickness and 
disease ii we are to be free from 
them. \> 1 repentance, or change of 
thought, i; connection with physical 
difficult ie, . in fact iu connection with 
all difficulties, is tlie only way to 
tiieir solution. 

Let us consider this more in de- 
tail. Suppose, for instance, someone 
sufferin'-; irom a so-called hereditary 
disease turns to Christian Science ill 
search of help. Ho begins to learn 
thnt God is the only creator of man, 
as Jesus recognized when he said to 
ids disciples, ‘‘Call no man your 
lather upon tlie earth: for one Is your 
Father, which is in heaven.” The suf- 
ferer realizes that, iu truth, God is his 
only ancestor. Then his beliefs about 
hi so-called inheritance begin to alter. 
He see that since God Is his Father 
In inheritance is ono of good, not of 
evil; that as tho son of God man 
can express only that which is sound 
and pure and godlike. Instead of 
thinking of his seeming material in- 
heritance of sickness, he declares, with 
tho Psalmist, “yea, I have a goodly 
heritage.” The fear engendered by a 
false material belief of heredity is 
broken, and tho sufferer finds himself

Fear Eliminated 

I snid, "Tho four is broken." Ono 
of the greatest blessings wrought by 
the repentance or change of thinking 
which Christ, Truth, brings to us, is 
freedom from fenr. Fear is the great 
enslaver of mortals. It is proverbial 
Mint it is not the evils in human ex- 
perience themselves that nre our 
worst tormentors, but our fear of 
them. Christiun Science shows us 
thnt fear lies at the root of all dis- 
ease, and it gives us that understand- 
ing of divine Love which destroys 
fear. 

If fear were eliminated from hu- 
man consciousness, not only would the 
main factor in disease he destroyed, 
but the solution of all social, indus- 
trial. and international difficulties 
would speedily be reached. It is fear, 
in one or other of its many forms, 
which underlies industrial upheavals 
and is tho source of international ten- 
sion nnd of war. There is only one 
thing which will finally and fully solve 
such problems, and that is the under- 
standing that God is Love. "Perfect 
love,” John said, “casteth out fear.” 
Nothing else can or will. As men 
learn to know that God is Love, and 
that man is Love’s reflection or ex- 
pression, their fears begin to abate. 
They begin to realize that infinite 
Love could not do less than provide 
all that is necessary for tho life and 
happiness of its children. Then, as 
fear lessens, thoughts of envy, resent- 
ment, competition, and rivalry cense 
to predominate. Peace of mind and a 
sense of security take their place. 
Christian Scientists are proving this 
to lie true in their individual experi- 
ence. within the range of their own 
daily lives — in their homes, in busi- 
ness, in their several communities. As 
this individual experience gathers 
force — and it is doing so daily — it 
must have its effect in the wider 
sphere of national and international 
affairs, until the universal brotherhood 
of man becomes an accomplished fact. 
Meanwhile, to think lovingly and truly 
—thnt is, to think from tlie standpoint 
of divine Principle — about the world’s 
problems is a contribution to their so- 
lution which we all can and should, 
and eventually must, make. 

In these days of financial and in- 
dustrial difficulties it is natural to ask 
whether Christian Science can help 
tlie business man or woman. It can 
and does, just as it helps in sickness. 
As it becomes understood that God is 
Mind and that man reflects that Mind, 
it is found that there nre infinite re- 
sources on which we can draw for 
intelligence, wisdom, perspicacity, 
and business acumen. As God is 
acknowledged to lie the only power it 
is found that He governs all things 
and governs them well. 

God the Only Cause 

Since God is infinite, omnipotent. 
He is the one primal cause of all 
things, and tlie understanding of 
this fact is very helpful iu many 
ways. If God is tlie only cause, 
there can lie no real effect except 
front God, Spirit, Principle. You 
cannot have an effect from that 
which is not cause. When our 
thought about causation begins to 
turn from a material to a spiritual 
basis a great change comes into our ; 
experience. We begin to challenge , 
the validity of any cause or reason | 
for unpleasant or unhappy occur- 
rences. Our attitude, for instance, to 
accidents changes. I will givo you 
an example; again from tlie experi- 
ence of an acquaintance of mine. A 
large roll of paper weighing some 
150 pounds fell from a height across 
liis foot and crushed it, inflicting a 
severe injury. He battled with the 
difficulty for two days without relief 
and then had recourse to a Christiun 
Science practitioner. When the prac 
titioner arrived my friend could not 
put his foot to tlie ground. They 
spent an hour together and during 
that time spoke much of God as the 
only cause. It was clearly seen that 
if God, good, is the only cause, the 
accident which was certainly not a 
good thing, could not bo a cause;, and 
could not therefore have any effect; 
that it was a false belief claiming 
unlawfully to lie causative. At the 
end of tho hour my friend walked 
freely with tlie practitioner to the 
door, in a day or two he was hack 
at work, and in a short time there 
was no trace whatever of tlie acci- 
dent. 

Now similar reasoning is valid in 
all cases of sickness or disease — what- 
ever seems to lie tlie cause has in 
reality no power in it. God being 
the only cause, there can bo no ef- 
fort but that which comes from God, 
rial whatever seems to he existent 
hut comes not from God is causeless 
—is unreal and untrue, and can lie 
proved to bo so. It may ho help- 
ful to the Christian Scientist to know 
what is believed to lie tlie cause of 
any difficulty with which he is con- 
fronted. but only In order that he 
may bring to bear upon its false 
claims his intelligent understanding 
of the truth stated in tho Christian 
Science textbook (p. 262): “Divine 
Mind is the only cause or Principle 
of existence. Cause does not exist in 
matter, in mortal mind, or in physi- 
cal forms.” 

Christian Science Treatment 

Such, then, are somo of tlie effects 
in human experience of tho Christ, 
Truth, us it becomes understood 
through tho study of Christian Sci- 
ence. Thus is the ‘‘divine manifes- 
tation of God” coming to tho flesh 
in our day, and so changing thought 
from ignorance and false belief to the 
true understanding of God ami man, 
t bat tlie dark shadows of sickness, 
sin, fear, doubt, and sorrow yield to 
tho reality of man in tlie image und 
likeness of God. 

Lot mo emphasize one point boro, 
Tlie change of thought that is 
brought about by Christiun Scionce 
and which results in healing, has noth- 
ing iu common with hypnotism or 
autosuggestion. It is not tho result 
of mental control exercised by tho 
practitioner over tho patient, nor of 
self-mesmerism on I lie part of one who 
uses his understanding of Christiun 
Science (o help himself. Thu change 
of thought comes about just us Hie 
chutige from ignorance or mistaken 
belief to knowledge uud understand- 


ing of tho true fncts comes about in 
connection with any other subject. As 
a knowledge of tho SCiettCO of num- 
bers corrects mistakes in computa- 
tion, and eliminates their effects, so 
the Science of Christ corrects mis- 
taken conceptions about God and 
man, nnd eliminates their effects from 
our experience. When a Christian 
Scientist undertakes to give a treat- 
ment to liimscif, or to anyone else, 
ho endeavors to rcalizo that there is 
only ono God, one Mind, one Life, 
Truth, Love and that man reflects that 
one God. He declnres, thankfully, 
that man is governed by no laws snve 
tho laws of divine Principle, and that 
those laws are operative everywhere, 
and nre always available to destroy 
tlie beliefs of any existence separate 
from God. He realizes the power and 
presence of divine Lovo in all its in- 
finite perfection, nnd Love’s tender 
care for every one of its ideas. Further- 
more, ho denies tho reality of all that 
is unlike God. 

Tho best treatment is that which 
reflects most faithfully tho one God — 
that has in it most of thut “mind . . ■ 
which was also In Christ Jesus.” Just 
as the Master’s knowledge of the 
Christ was potent to free those suffer- 
ers who came to him for help, so does 
that same Christ, Truth, ennble us to 
help our fellow-man, in tin* degree 
that we understand it and are faith- 
ful to it. This is in accordance with 
our Master’s own words, “He that bc- 
lieveth on me” — that is, he that un- 
derstands what Jesus was, he that 
shares Peter’s perception that it was 
tlie Christ that enabled Jesus to heal 
the sick — "He that believeth on me, 
the works that I do shall he do also.” 
It is (he Christ, Truth, that heals in 
Christian Science treatment. 

True Prayer 

There is a subject which Christian 
Scientists regard as deeply important 
—and that subject is Prayer. 

The first chapter of tho Christian 
Science textbook is entitled “Prayer,” 
and it contains a clear and inspiring 
explanation of what true prayer is. A 
study of this chapter shows how in- 
evitably one’s concept of prayer 
changes as one’s concept of God 
changes. So long as we think of God 
as capable of human feelings and 
passions, as one who sends or with- 
holds punishment according to His 
pleasure, it is natural that we should 
regard prayer as a means of persuad- 
ing the Almighty to interfere on our 
behalf when we are in trouble, or to 
change His intentions towards us. A 
very different attitude to prayer comes 
to us as we lose that false concept of 
God and begin to understand Him 
aright as infinite Principle, divine 
omnipresent Love, the one Mind, 
Truth, who "saw every tiling that lie 
lmd made, and, behold, it was very 
good.” Does God need to be changed, 
who is by His very nature infinite 
good, and can know no evil, sickness, 
or sorrow? Does man, His image and 
likeness, the reflection of His infinite 
i perfection, require alteration or im- 
provement? The answer must be, 
“No.” What does need to be changed 
i* the false material concept about 
God and man. This change is the 
I object of prayer. Prayer might, in 
! fact, be described as the means where- 
by repentance is made permanent — 
it is t bo method whereby our altered 
Ideas about God become natural and 
continuous, and are applied to the prob- 
lems which confront us. Mrs. Eddy 
writes in tho Christian Science text- 
book, in the first chapter on Prayer, 
to which I referred (p. 2), “Prayer 
cannot change the Science of being, 
but it tends to bring us into harmony 
with it.” 

We are not brought into harmony 
with tlie Science of being merely by 
asking that this may be done, hut 
rather by an intelligent recognition 
and affirmation of tho true facts 
about God’s creation. In reality, man 
can experience nothing which is not 
in accordance with the goodness of 
God. Therefore, when a Christian 
Scientist seems to he faced with con- 
ditions such as unhappiness, (lepres- 
; sion, loss, sickness, or the like, lie 
, knows that he is dealing, not with 
stubborn realities, but with tlie false 
suggestions of that carnal mind 
which Paul defines as "enmity 
against God.” He meets and masters 
such false suggestions by the posi- 
tive mental declaration of tli,e truth of 
being, of the perfection of God and 
man, God’s spiritual idea. Such an 
affirmative attitude of mind makes 
his prayers effective and triumphant. 

Indeed. Christian Science shows that 
it is possible to gain so clear a sense 
of the perfection of God’s creation, 
and of man’s unity with God, that 
thought naturally and spontaneously 
rejects as unreal everything that is 
unlike God. That is true prayer, nnd 
though we may not immediately reach 
or sustain such an attitude of thought, 
it is an ideal which is attainable, and 
to attain to it fully would he unceas- 
ing prayer. We can at least begin to 
exercise such prayer now. Good re- 
sults ore bound to follow. Mrs. Eddy 
writes (Science and Health, p. 261). 
"Hold thought steadfastly to tlie en- 
during. the good, and tho true, and 
you will bring these into your experi- 
ence proportionally to their occupancy 
of your thoughts.” 

Two examples of the prayer of 
affirmation and its results occur to 
me — one from the Old Testament, one 
from flic New. Both are familiar, but 
their example and inspiration are for- 
ever fresh. Tho first 1 h tho story of 
the Sliunammite woman, found In the 
second book of Kings. When her lit- 
tle son lay dead, and tlie Shuunmmite 
hastened to Elisha for help, we do 
not read thut the mother uttered any 
plea to God to restore her child, hut 
she answered all questions as to her 
trouble with that valiant declaration 
or Hie truth, "It is well." We know 
tile sequel, for her child was given 
hack to her alive. The second exam- 
ple is thut or Jesus at tho tomb of 
Luzuriis. Jesus’ prayer was: "Father, 
I thank thee that thou Iwih heard me. 
Ami l know that thou lieurest me 
always;" and with supreme confidence 
ill tlie omnipotence of Life lie called 
Lazarus forth from tin* tomb where lie 
hud lain four days. And Lazarus came 
forth. 

There are throe qualities that play 
uii essential part in the prayer of 
spiritual understanding as taught ill 


Christian Scienco. They nro fnlth, 
gratitude, and tiiiselflshnoss. It is not 
blind faith that we need, but a rea 
soned and intelligent conviction of 
tho power of scientific right thinking 
to destroy tho false beliefs of materi- 
al existence. True gratitude recog- 
nizes thankfully tho infinite goodness 
of God even before prayer is an- 
swered; thnt was tho gratitude Jesus 
expressed at tho tomb of Lazarus. 
Unselfishness is n part of nil true 
prayer, a selflessness such as our Mas- 
ter expressed In that wonderful pray- 
er of tenderness and love for his dis- 
ciples, recorded in the seventeenth 
chapter of John’s Gospel. Jesus said, 
"For their sakes I sanctify myself, 
thnt they also might be sanctified 
through the truth.” Tho object of 
prayer is not merely to find relief from 
some particular difficulty or suffering, 
but to demonstrate the universal pow- 
er of divine Love to meet human 
needs. In her work “No and Yes” (p. 
39), Mrs. Eddy writes, “True prayer 
is not asking God for love; it is learn- 
ing to love, and to include all man- 
kind in one affection.” As faith, 
gratitude, and unselfishness come to 
characterize our prayers, they will 
grow nearer to those of Christ Jesus, 
whoso prayers are described in Sci- 
ence and Health (p. 12) as “deep and 
conscientious protests of Truth, — of 
man’s likeness to God and of man’s 
unity with Truth and Love.” 

We read In the hook of Revelation. 
"Behold, I stand at the door, and 
knock: if any man hear my voice, and 
open the door, I will come in to him, 
anil will sup with him, and lie with 
me.” The Christ. Truth, is knocking 
today at tlie portal of human hearts 
and minds in the teachings of Chris- 
tiun Science. Shall we not open the 
door of consciousness and welcome 
In the Christ, tlie “divine manifesta- 
tion of God. which comes to the flesh 
to destroy incarnate error," as Mrs. 
Eddy has defined it (Science and 
Health, p. 583)? It was this Christ, 
Truth, which gave Jesus power to 
bring Christianity to tlie world, with 
all its blessings of health, freedom, 
happiness, and peace. Throughout 
the years since the days of tlie Mas- 
ter, glimpses of Truth have been 
caught by men and women of spirit- 
ual perception. Then, in due time, 
owing to her life of preparation and to 
her deeply spiritual character, Mary 
Baker Eddy discovered this same 
Truth in its full majesty in the pages 
of tlie Holy Bilile. She embodied her 
discovery and its application to hu- 
man needs in tho Christian Science 
textbook, “Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures,” and in her 
other writings. A study of the Bible 
in the light of Mrs. Eddy’s works 
brings Christ to the human under- 
standing: it teaches us that God is 
Spirit, Mind, Life, Truth and Love; 
it shows us man reflecting the per- 
fection of his creator. Thus our con- 
cept of ourselves and of our fellow 
man is spiritualized and purified 
through repentance, or change of 
thought, and through prayer. In this 
way, and by these means, Christian 
Science offers to all mankind healtli 
of mind and health of body, peace, 
freedom, strength, happiness— salva- 
tion. In tlie words of our Loader, 
Mary Baker Eddy, in her “Miscella- 
neous Writings” (p. 154): “Abide In 
His [God’s] word, and it shall abide 
in you; and the healing Christ will 
again he made manifest in the flesh 
— understood and glorified.”

which he said had been nn extrava- 
gant burden on the people of this 
ounty for generations. Thomas Mac- 
key of Somerville, candidate for Coun- 
ty Treasurer, argued that Charles E. 
Hatfield is too old to he reelected to 
this office. Mackey said that Hatfield, 
now 74. would be 80 by the time his 
term of office would have concluded. 

Francis E. Kelly, candidate for 
Lieutenant Governor, indulged in sar- 
castic remarks against Leverett Sal- 
tonstall, his opponent, and claimed 
that the latter had never voted in fa- 
vor of a law to improve the condi- 
tions of laboring men and women. 
Governor Curley produced a volume of 
a book which he said was written by 
Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., and in which, 
according to Curley, Lodge had writ- 
ten disparagingly of the races which 
immigrated to this country in large 
numbers during the 19th century. Cur- 
ley denounced Sinclair Weeks for the 
latter’s alleged actions in demanding 
and receiving reductions in assessed 
valuation on real estate property he 
owned in South Boston from $340,000 
to $125,000, and then attempting to 
sell this property to the Federal gov- 
ernment for a housing project for the 
sum of $500,000. Curley also bitterly 
attacked William B. Baker of West 
Newton, who, he stated, had consist- 
ently opposed all of the governor’s 
projects, and who has been one of 
Curley’s outstanding opponents in the 
present Legislature.

It is 
divided into three questions, one on the sale of all liquors to be 
drunk on the premises, one on the sale of wines and beers to be 
drunk on the premises and one on the sale of liquor by package 
stores only. Advocates of license and opponents of license 
have put before the people both sides of the question which for 
so many years has been a social problem of great magnitude. 
We have always believed in temperance and we have always 
opposed the sale of liquor. We shall continue to do so although 
we deny no one the right of opinion or practice in regard to its 
use. We would point out, however, that there is far more to 
the question than the benefits that its sale may bring in revenue 
to the city or to individuals. Moral issues have and always will 
take precedence over economic issues. Vote “No” on all 
license questions.

Big Improvements 
At Buick Plant 

Simultaneous with the disclosure 
that production is under way in vol- 
ume on the 1937 line, Harlow H. Cur- 
tice, president and general manager 
of the Buick Motor Company, has an- 
nounced that an additional appropria- 
tion of $14,600,000 is being spent to 
curry out the production and factory 
improvements inaugurated two years 
ago with a $16,000,000 expenditure. 

This brings the total expended in 
improvements by this General Motors 
division to approximately $30,000,000 
over a two-year period. 

The program, launched when Buick 
started plans for its highly success- 
ful 1936 line of cars, covers every 
phase of manufacturing activity- 
plant and equipment, new tooling and 
rearrangement of production facilities 

and was designated not only to in- 
crease ^>lunt capacity hut also to in- 
ject th most modern and ofllcient 
methods into engineering and produc- 
tion. 

Except for approximately $1,600,000 
devoted to the construction of new 
factory buildings disclosed in a state- 
ment by Mr. Curtice ft few weeks ago 
tiie new appropriation is going into 
machinery, tools, and a complete re- 
arrangement of departments to Htep 
up production. 

Buick bus enjoyed un unusually suc- 
cessful year, its 1936 cars were high- 
ly popular and found a ready mar- 
ket. A considerable number of un- 
filled orders had to be cancelled when 
production was stopped for the 
change-over to the 1937 models. 

"Buick’s $14,600,000 factory expan- 
sion for 1937 follows upon an expen- 
diture of more than $16,000,000 com- 
pleted a year ago," Mr. Curtice suld. 
"At that time widespread changes 
were effected in the various produc- 
tion divisions of the company, in- 
creasing capacity and bringing up to 
date the machinery and methods em- 
ployed at Buick."

Newton Graphic, October 30, 1886

Citizens of Newton are reminded at 
this time, when they may be looking 
over their clothing in preparation for 
cold weather, that the boys at Pine 
Farm School, Waban, would he grate- 
ful for any clothing that they may 
not want to use. Any article of 
clothing that may be worn by boys 
from lo to 14 years of age may he 
sent to the home.

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In last week’s GRAPHIC we stated 
that we don’t enthuse over either of 
the two major candidates for Presi- 
dent. We told why we are not so 
enthusiastic over President Roosevelt 
as we were four yenrs ago, or two 
years ago. Neither do we thrill over 
Governor Landon. We try not to be un- 
reasonably hard to suit, and If we were 
shrewd, discreet or "diplomatic” like 
some of our acquaintances who have 
"t-ucceeded” In life, from a material 
standpoint, we would either remain 
mum, boost the candidate we believe 
is going to win, or say only nice things 
about both Mr. Roosevelt und Mr. 
landon. But, being an impractical 
person, we shall he frank, and suy 
what we think. We realize that the 
lnrge majority of GRAPHIC readers 
believe in the Republican party and 
favor the election of Mr. Landon. We 
shall not, however, be hypocritical 
enough to pretend to wax fervent over 
the Republican nominee. 

Circumstances alter cases; they al- 
so influence one’s views of life; one’s 
altitude on political questions. Those 
who have inherited wealth or who 
have prospered under certain condi- 
tions of society, or under certain gov- 
ernmental or political policies, nat 
tu ally are conservative and desire to 
see such conditions and policies con- 
tinue. Conversely, those who have 
not prospered and who may blame 
existent or past conditions for their 
lack of prosperity, their failure to he 
able to enjoy the advantages of wealth, 
are apt to be more or less radical: 
tc favor changes In political, economic, 
and social conditions. 

Because of the tremendous social 
and economic debacle which started 
about 1929 in tills country. President 
Roosevelt in 1933, shortly after he as- 
sumed otllce, urged drastic measures 
for the relief of the millions of people 
in want in this country, and he was 
given extraordinary powers by Con- 
gress, with tlie approval of the great 
majority of the people of the United 
States. The conduct of government 
under the emergency authority vested 
in the President and the methods of 
administrating relief during the past 
three years, are two of the prineipa' 
issues of the present campaign. The 
Republican propagandists argue that 
the "New Deal” activities of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his advisors are 
contrary to the principles upon which 
tills country was founded, and on 
which it prospered to a marvelous de- 
gree. They assert that unless Mr 
Roosevelt is defeated, he will proceed 
further with his policies of relief, with 
his alleged dictatorial powers and that 
this country will cease to he a real 
democracy. 

The writer is not a remmigenurian. 
nor a sexagenarian, but he was born 
sufficiently long ago to have lived in 
the horse and buggy days. We have 
seen great changes. We have witness- 
ed the transition from the days of 
manual labor to ‘lie machine age. Y/e 
have experienced the evolution from 
the simple mode of living in the 19th 
century to the high-pressure civiliza- 
tion of the present day. We have seen 
tills country become utterly different 
in its racial aspects, its social ethics, 
its economic fabric, its methods of 
production and distribution of the nec- 
essaries of life. We realize that today 
our people possess many more com- 
forts than they did a generation or I 
two ago. We also realize that our peo- 


ple today are vastly more interde- 
pendent than they were a generation 
or two ago; that the opportunities for 
rugged individuals have largely dis- 
appeared. 

When the writer was a boy, any 
competent, industrious youth who was 
willing to work could find employ- 
ment. Business was largely conduct- 
ed by individuals or partners. Indus- 
tries and public utilities were for the 
most part locally owned and innnaged. 
Wages were much lower than In later 
years, people possessed fewer advan- 
tages, the mode of living was harder, 
those In distress received less consid- 
eration and relief, nut, the great ma- 
jority of people had opportunities to 
be self-supporting, to practice the 
American doctrine of independence. 
During the intervening years we have 
observed the gradual elimination of 
the small business mun in a large 
percentage of the various lines of com- 
merce and industry. We have seen the 
rapid growth of chain systems of food 
stores, and then of other types of 
stores. We have witnessed the intro- 
duction of muchines which displaced 
millions of workers. We have noticed 
public utility companies throughout 
the nation being gradually absorbed 
until financial interests in New York 
and Chicago control a large percent- 
age of them. Modern conditions have 
rendered "rugged individualism” large- 
ly obsolete, have taken means of live- 
lihood from millions of middle-aged 
and elderly persons, have caused the 
youth of our country in large degree 
to he faced with compulsory idleness, 
with lack of opportunities. And yet 
Governor Landon and the Republican 
leaders condemn planned economies 
without offering practical substitutes 
to solve the social and economic 
problems which confront us today. 

Governor Landon in 1933 was eulo- 
gistic of President Roosevelt in the 
iatter’s plans for relieving the emer- 
gency which then existed. He fa- 
vored many of the policies which he 
row condemns. This is not extraor- 
dinary. A man has a right to change 
his mind. Certainly, some of the ini 
practicable innovations which have 
been resorted to under President 
Roosevelt’s regime have alienated 
many of the President's former admit- 
ers. And so has the inefficient ad 
ministration of the practical relief 
measures. But, Governor Landon's se- 
lection came about largely through 
i lie activities of powerful financial 
groups in this country. The same 
groups which were dominant during 
the Republican regimes of Presidents 
Harding, Coolidge and Hoover. The 
men who devoted too much attention 
and influence toward increasing wealth 
and production, and too little atten- 
tion toward the proper distribution of 
wealth. Men who placed too much 
stress on materialism and not enough 
on idealism. Men who didn’t possess 
the proper kind of vision. For the 
most part they are in favor of Gover- 
nor Landon. 

We realize that also favoring Mr. 
Liiudon’s candidacy are millions of 
plain, honest Americans who believe 
ir Democracy, in the old American 
ideal of pride of independence, peo- 
ple who view with alarm and disgust 
ti-e waste and incompetency which liar 
become prevalent in public activities, 
both Federal. State and municipal, 
‘ersons who have been affected ad-

Isn’t 
science tending to niuke us soft and 
selfish?

The report by Mr. Angier of his ten 
years of service as chairman of the 
Chapter was received with great in- 
terest. In that It reviewed the activi- 
ties of the organization during the 
past decade and made clear its pur- 
pose and meaning to the city. The re- 
port also told of the formation of 
seven new activities in the past ten 
years anti of their growth to a po- 
sition of great importance in the work. 
'I hese newer activities included th^ 
volunteer motor corps, the transcrib- 
ing of Braille printing, life-saving, nu- 
trition, home hygiene and care of the 
sick, flrnt aid. and the work of "Gray 
Ladies.” The older activities of the 
Chapter are home service, disaster re- 
lief. roll-call, junior Red Cross, pro- 
duction of garments and emergency 
work. 

In explaining the home service work 
Mr. Angler stated that during the past 
year 307 Newton families applied for 
relief under this branch of service. 
The details of this work are always 
dramatic and case records give a true 
picture of local post-war conditions 
among ex-service men and their de- 
pendents. During the past ten years 
there have been eight major disaster* 
such as the Mississippi flood, Florida 
hurricane, etc., for which appeals weru 
made for aid from local contributors. 
Newton’H share of relief in this man- 
ner has totulled some $63,000 which 
Mr. Angler characterised as a tribute 
to the generosity of the people of 
Newton. 

During the World War the local 
chapter numbered about 17,000 mem-

bers. Today there are 5,197 mem- 
bers in the city. In the past ten 
years receipts from members have 
totalled $90,146 of which half is ex- 
pended by the local Chapter for its 
various activities as well as contribu- 
tions to national disaster funds which 
are not sufficiently large for a spe- 
cial appeal. The roll-call each year 
is the reminder to the people of New- 
ton that the privilege of membership 
is theirs. Because of Its national 
character a Red Cross Chapter is not 
a member of any local Community 
Chest. The Junior Red Cross servic 
co-operates with the schools in pro 
vitling boys and girls with an oppor- 
tunity to form the habit of service 
for the common good. In the past 
• n years milk and lunch distribution, 
examinations, glasses, hospital 
care, and dental work, has been pro- 
vided for children whose families 
could not afford these imperative ex 
penditures. 

The volunteer motor corps was or- 
ganized in 1932 with 156 drivers now 
listed on the roll. These drivers give 
their service and volunteer the use 
of their automobiles for those who 
require hospitalization and who could 
not travel on cars or trains. During 
this brief period 77,871 miles have 
been traveled. 8,644 patients carried, 
and 19,851 calls made with no expense 
ether than a small sum for drivers’ 
caps. 

The work of transcribing Braille 
printing for the blind has been entire 
ly volunteer work and since the Chap- 
ter has been conducting this activity 
since 1929 more than 3,400 pages have 
been transcribed. 

One of the most active branches of 
the activities Is the Life-Saving serv- 
ice carried on since 1927. During 
thut period 698 junior life suviug cei- 
tiffcates, 398 senior life saving cer 
tiflcates. 3,158 beginners certificates 
and 2,181 swimmers certificates have 
been issued in recognition of proper 
accomplishment demonstrated befo* ) 
competent instructors. 

A nutritionist engaged in 1933 hns 
clone valuable pioneering work con- 
ducting many clinics, receiving 1,100 
visits from patients seeking advice, 
and visiting more than 500 families it: 
addition to Americanization work, 
preparing menus for public distribu- 
tion, lecturing before clubs and the 
like. In the production of garments 
the spirit of the Red Cross can never 
be extinguished; during war times the 
work of this committee was concerned 
with hospital supplies, surgical dress- 
ings. etc., and in peace times with 
sewing and knitting for disabled vet- 
erans in hundreds of hospitals. Christ- 
mas bags have been assembled f( r 
distribution to soldiers und sailors in 
active service. Seventy-four classes 1;. 
home hygiene and care of the sick 
have been conducted since this work 
was organized n 1927 and llfty-flce 
fret aid classes since 1929. In 1931 
the Chapter felt the need of partici- 
pating in the visiting of thousands 
of veterans in institutions for mental 
cases and the "Gray Ladies" were or- 
ganized. Women tialned for this serv 
Ice, wearing the Gray Lady uniform, 
spend a given number oi hours each 
year in this work. In the Bedford 
Hospital is a room known as the 
Newton room that w’as originally fur 
nlshed and is now maintained by the 
local Chapter. 

Although Newton Is seemingly not 
threatened by fire, earthquake, flood or 
other such disasters that are experi- 
enced in other parts of the country 
on Emergency Committee has formed 
a complete program to be put in lorce 
should disaster strike. Mr. Angier 
concluded his report with recognition 
of the loyalty and efficiency of tiie 
workers, the support of the public and 
the expression of the hope that dur- 
ing the past ten years there has been 
a building for the future.

Form Oil Cooperative 

For Collective Buying 


Consumer co-operation is a very oid 
idea but until about a hundred years 
ago met with little permanent sue-' 
cess. In 1844 a few poor weavers 
evolved a new set of co-operative prin 
ciples and founded the Rochdale or 
ganization which has grown to be the 
largest commercial institution in Eng- 
land. From England the movement 
lias spread to forty-two countries with 
Sweden. Denmark and Hollund most 
notably successful. The principles are 
briefly as follows; capital is paid bank 
interest only and does not share in 
the savings effected by collective buy- 
ing; merchandise and service are sup- 
plied to members and the general 
public at market prices: all sales arc* 
for cash: each member has one vote 
only in the affairs of the Association 
and no proxy voting is permitted thus 
prev< nting control by a clique; all sav- 
ings belong to members and are dis- 
tributed, by vote, to members in pro- 
portion to goods purchased by each; 
tiie affairs of the Association are man- 
aged in the most democratic fashion 
possible. 

Such an Association is the Oil Co 
operative recently started to furnish 
oil to its members in Wellesley, New- 
ton, Waltham. Needham. Weston. Lex- 
ington. Watertown and surrounding 
territory. The Association will be in- 
corporated with 1,000 shares of com- 
mon stock of a par value of ten dol- 
lurs per share. Interest at a rate 
not to exceed 5 percent will be paid. 
No person may own more than fifty 
shares. A contract has been made 
with a leading fuel company to serve 
ti'c* members with standard brands n f 
fuel oil. The Association incurs uo 
liabilities as its officers receive no 
((inpensation and the oil company 
makes its own deliveries and collects 
its own bills charged at the market 
price. Periodically the oil company 
puys the Association a sales commis- 
sion. The fund thus accumulated be- 
longs to the members and quartet ly 
i.-> distributed to members in propor- 
tion to the amount of oil used by each

Speirs Resigns 
As Executive 
Of Boy Scouts 

To Become An Assistant At 
Bangor, Maine 


W. R. Speirs, Assistant Scout Ex- 
ecutive of the Norumbega Council 
of the Boy Scouts of America has re- 
signed his position locally to accept a 
promotion in the Scout professional 
service. He is to become Assistant 
Scout Executive of the Watahdin 
Council with headquarters in Bangor, 
Maine, and will take over his new 
duties on November first. Katahdin 
Council is one of the largest Coun- 
cils in the United States based on 
geographical area, as it covers more 
than half of the state of Maine. All 
of Maine north and east of Kenne- 
bec County is contained in Katahdin 
Council an area of approximately 32 
thousand square miles. Of this large 
territory some 18 thousand square 
miles will be covered by Speirs per- 
sonally. Speirs’ territory will include 
Mount Desert Island and Bar Harbor 
and will extend north and east of 
that point to the Canadian border. 

Speirs has served in Norumbega 
Council for the past five years and 
has made a host of loyal friends who 
regret greatly to lose him but who 
rejoice at this well merited promo- 
tion. The Council Executive Board in 
its meeting on Tuesday ni^ht passed 
a resolution commending in highest 
terms the loyal and efficient service 
which Speirs has rendered to Scouts 
of Newton and Wellesley, and as a 
token of their appreciation of his 
work presented him with a Hudson 
Bay blanket coat which was thought 
would be highly useful to him in his 
winter camping program in the woods 
of Maine. In commenting upon Speirs’ 
departure, William V. M. Fawcett, 
president of Norumbega Council, says 
" ‘Rod’ Speirs has unusual ability in 
the technique and practice of Scout- 
ing. He has been an inspiration to 
the boys of the Council ami a friend 
and helper to the men with whom 
he worked. We expect him to go 
far and send with him our sincere 
wishes and our confidence in his suc- 
cess.”

TIMES TO WIN 19-0 


Play Routine Game With Many 
Substitutes

Dickinson Stadium 


Playing for the first time In brisk 
October weather, tho Newton High 
football team ground out a routine 
19-0 victory over Quincy High last 
Saturday at Dickinson Stadium, New- 
tcnville. The south shore team sel- 
dom offered any real resistance to 
the off-tackle drives of the Newton 
backs, and the scoro might have been 
two touchdowns greater had Sanborn 
elected to play his strongest combin- 
ations throughout the game. A live- 
ly crowd of 3000 watched tho game. 

Bill Johnston, wearing his familiar 
No. 13 in the Newton backflehl, was 
the hardest-working athlete on the 
field. He not only played the whole 
game, calling the Newton plays, but 
did all the kicking. In the last period, 
when Quincy was making way through 
a makeshift Newton line, Johnston 
showed some of the surest, hardest 
tackling that has been seen here this 
year. Guido Cnstoldi, well known as; 
a baseball pitcher, showed some ball- 
tarrying talent^ and Johnny Fitzgerald 
shaped up as a promising back, small 
but very willing. 

Castoldi Run Sets Up Score 

Newfon received the opening kick- 
off at the west end of the field, Cns- 
toldi returning the ball fifteen yarns 
to tho 30-yard line. Johnston soon 
runted, Cowell making the tackle at 
the Quincy 30. Quincy tried a sur- 
prise kick, but Johnston returned the 
leather to the 50-yard line before he 
v as stopped. Here tho march for the 
first touchdown began. On fourth 
down, with two yards to make, Guido 
Castoldi was sent through tho line, 
an unorthodox move but one that 
made the yardage and kept the ball. 
A five-yard penalty gave the home 
eleven another first donw at the Quin- 
cy 25. On the next play Castoldi 
rambled through the right side of the 
Quincy line, cut back like another 
Savignano, and ran to within a stride 
of the goal line before he was felled 
by Banuk, Quincy safety man. Seth 
Fitchet rounded the Quincy left end 
and drove over the line for a score. 
Johnston’s place kick was perfect for 
his fifth successful try of tho season. 

Another touchdown came in the sec- 
eleven anothei first down at the Quin- 
cy fumble. Kilrain got off a 50-yard 
kick with the wind, Johnston return- 
ing the ball ten yards to the New- 
ton 30. A penalty forced Newton to 
kick, Johnston booting a high one out 
to the center of the field. Banuk tried 
to get the ball on the dead run, fum- 
bled, and Caruso recovered near the 
Quincy 40. Paul Forte, who had been 
conserving his speed on the bench, 
was sent in at this point, replacing 
Bud Hines. On two plays, Forte car- 
ried the Quincy ends for a net gain 
o? twenty yards. Going almost across 
the field for a five-yard gain was 
hardly worth it, but the next play, 
with Forte sweeping the left end on 
a reverse, brought the ball right in- 
to scoring position at the 20-yard line. 
Three line thrusts produced another 
first down. With the goal to make. 
Forte carried twico without gain. C'as 
toldi flipped a short, chest-high pass 
over the line to Seth Fitchett, and 
the big senior had scored another 
touchdown. Johnston missed the 
placekick. Johnston kicked to the 
Quincy 30-yard line on the last play 
of the first half, after two previous 
kicks had been called back by the 
officials. 

Fumble Again Brings Score 

Newton scored again in the thiru 
period when Quincy backs threw a 
dead-letter lateral, one with a sender 
but no receiver. Quincy received the 
kickoff at the east goal, Ed Merchant 
returning Guido Castoldi’s short kick- 
off ten yards to the Quincy 35-yari, 
line. Losing ground, Banuk kicked to 
Johnston at the Newton 30. After 
making a first down through the line, 
Johnston punted to Banuk, who was 
nailed by Cowell at the 25. Then came 
the free lateral, which Brad Thomp- 
son, Newton centre and co-captain re- 
covered on the Quincy 20. Castoldi 
and Johnston hammered the stubborn 
Blue lino for a first down, nine yards- 
from the goal, then inched out a 
touchdown on the fourth attempt 
Johnston Blithered over the top of the 
heap from the two-yard line for the 
store. Colantonio missed the try for 
point on an attempted placekick. 

Quincy held tho advantage through 
the laBt quarter, when the game 
opened up considerably. From near 
midfield, Quincy attempted a short 
pass, the receiver fumbled tho ball, 
and Newton recovered at the Newton

Speaks To Mothers’ 

Union On “No License” 


Mrs. Mabelle M. Groves of Newton, 
member of the National Temperance 
Council, speaking at the meeting of 
the Mother’s Union held at 14 Deacon 
st„ brought a statement from Wash- 
ington that there were one million, 
three hundred and fifty thousand girl 
"hostesses" in repeal taverns hired 
as "bar-room bait" to stimulate mule 
customers buying liquor. In some 
communities, said Mrs. Groves, host- 
esses are not permitted but other 
means are found to permit girls "to 
learn very ysung how much they can 
drink of such things as whiskey and 
gin” while lending their fresh young 
charm to this business. They may be 
employed as entertainers or "mixolo- 
gists" in some places. She told her 
audience, composed of women from 
many towns In Massachusetts, that 
the old-fashioned saloon may have 
ruined father and son but they left 
mother, daughter and wife alone, and 
quoted Suiedley Rutler as saying the 
only difference between the old-fash- 
ioned saloon and the new-fashioned 
tavern was that one had the saw-dust, 
the other has the women. She urged 
her hearers to vote "No" on all liquor 
questions on the ballot.

Judge Duane 
Continues Case 
For 7 Months 


Hon. Patrick J. Duane, associate jus- 
tice of the Waltham District Court, 
who occasionally sits at the Newton 
District Court, on last Friday, for the 
second time this year in the Newton 
court, continued a case over a long 
period. Judge Duane sat on the case 
of Richard H. Adams, 17, of 180 Nor- 
wood ave., Newtonvllle, w’ho was 
charged with driving a car so that the 
lives and safety of the public were 
endangered. On Sept. 17. a car driven 
by young Adams collided at the In- 
tersection of Newtonvllle ave. and 
Eastside Parkway, Newton, with a car 
driven by Robert Skilton of Malden. 
Skilton w’as Injured. The judge, ac- 
companied by the defendant’s counsel, 
Theodore Morrison: Clerk of Court 
Gallagher, Inspector King and Motor- 
cycle Officer Dowling, and the com- 
plainant, went to the scene of the 
accident to view the site. Judge Du- 
ane announced that because of the fact 
that a civil suit will probably result 
because of the accident, he would con- 
tinue the case for seven months be- 
fore he would make a decision on it. 

On last Saturday Judge Duane found 
Joseph Melody of Newell rd„ Auburn- 
dale, not guilty of driving an automo- 
bile while under the influence of liquor. 
Melody was arrested on April 1st of 
this year by Patrolmen Lawrence 
Murphy and Dwyer after the car he 
was driving had hit a parked car on 
Lexington st.. Auburndaie. Ho was 
tried in the Newton court on April i 
10th before Judge Duane and the tes- | 
tlmony of the arresting officers was 
corroborated by Lt. Moan. Judge Du- 
ane then announced that he would 
continue the case six months for dis- 
position. On Oct. 10th the case was 
again continued until Oct. 24th.
